Never  were  the  people  more 
content  and  peaceful,  never  more  loyal  and  attached  to  the 
institutions  of  the  country,  and  is  it  conceivable  that  putting 
a  rifle  in  a  man’s  hand,  and  teaching  him  the  uses  of  it, 
will  work  a  revolution  in  his  opinions  and  affections? 
When  the  bow  was  the  popular  weapon,  were  the  arohera 
ever  formidable  to  the  State  which  they  so  signally  served 
abroad  ?  And  if  every  man  in  the  land  between  twenty 
and  sixty  could  handle  tho  rifle  as  the  yeomea  of  old  handled 
the  bow,  the  relations  of  power  would  remain  much  as  they 
are  now  at  home,  while  abroad  England  would  be  regarded 
with  much  increased  respect,  as  prepared  to  defy  invasion. 

We  observe  in  certain  quarters  a  disposition  to  revert  to 
the  volunteer  system  of  the  beginning  of  the  century.  We 
might  just  os  well  think  of  returning  to  its  posting  and 
coaching.  The  thing  is  out  of  date  and  obsolete. 

With  the  volunteers  of  George  III  the  great  business 
I  was  to  form  a  good  red  line,  and  to  move  in  something 
like  order.  The  use  of  the  muaket  was  never  carried  beyond 
the  discharge  of  blank  cartridge,  ball  practice  being  carefully 
avoided  as  either  dangerous  or  expensive  or  both.  The 
present  system  should  be  the  very  reverse  of  this.  Marks¬ 
manship  should  be  the  main  study,  and  beyond  it  enough 
would  be  done  if  men  learnt  to  stand  shoulder  to  shoulder, 
and  to  go  through  a  few  simple  movements  at  word  of  com¬ 
mand. 

We  see  that  the  Emperor  of  the  French  treats  the  arms 
of  precision  lightly,  telling  his  troops  that  they  are  only 
dangerous  at  a  distance,  a  lesson  which  rather  implies 
that  his  men  had  conceived  too  respectful  an  opinion  of  the 
new  weapons  ;  but  is  his  Imperial  Majesty  prepared  to  solve 
the  problem  how  troops  are  to  get  to  close  quarters  if  they 
can  be  picked  off  with  the  utmost  certainty  at  long  range? 
It  is  said  that  at  short  distances  the  rifle  cannot  be  loaded 
with  sufficient  celerity,  and  that  the  smooth  bore,  which  is 
quickly  charged,  and  which  is  then  sufficiently  effective,  has 
the  advantage  ;  but  it  is  doubted  whether  even  at  short  dis¬ 
tances  the  smooch  bero  is  as  cortaiu  a  weapon  as  tho  rifle, 
nnd  bow  to  get  to  short  distance  under  the  almost  unerring 
fire  of  the  superior  arm  remains  still  the  question.  The  war 
in  Italy  will  solve  this  and  other  military  problems,  and  give 
us  a  cheep  experience  at  the  cost  of  others  who  have  to 
suffer  for  the  tins  of  two  despots. 

The  desire  for  a  general  volunteer  organisation,  it 
is  to  be  remarked,  is  not  only  not  a  warlike  one,  but  it 
grows  out  of  the  very  intensity  with  which  peace  is  loved 
and  prized  in  ‘this  land  of  industry  and  commerce.  We 
are  more  deeply  engaged  to  peace  than  any  country  in^ho 
world,  in  direct  pro(K>rtion  to  our  wealth,  which  is  all  its 
creation.  It  is  only  wonderful  how  long  we  have  neglected 
the  prudent  precautions  we  are  now  taking  to  protect  the 
treasure  that  guards  all  our  other  treasures.  Unquestion¬ 
ably  to  the  present  dangerous  state  of  the  continent,  and 
the  immense  armaments,  both  naval  and  military,  kept  on 
foot  by  other  European  Powers,  especially  by  our  French 
neighbours,  may  immediately  be  attributed  the  public 
demand  for  those  measures  of  defence  on  which  ws  are  now 
bent ;  hut  really  a  free,  brave,  and  economic  nation,  with 
so  much  to  defend  as  we  have,  wants  the  excuse  of  no 
emergency  for  training  its  youth  to  some  knowledge  of  tho 
use  of  arms,  and  elementary  acquaintance  with  militaij 
exercises.  We  are  just  the  very  people  who  might  have 
been  expected  to  have  done  long  since  what  we  are  now 
doing.  This  was  just  the  country  which  a  foreigner  might 
have  expected  to  have  found  at  all  times  with  a  small 
standing  army,  and  a  vast  national  guard.  The  small  armjr 
we  certainly  had,  because  the  democratic  part  of  onr  con¬ 
stitution  rebelled  against  a  large  one ;  the  national  guard 
wo  wanted,  and  the  want  had  also  its  political  explanation  ; 
it  was  here  that  the  antagonist  or  oligarchical  element 
showed  itself,  its  fixed  idea  being  that  arms  in  the  hands  of 
the  people  were  only  likely  to  l>e  wielded  against  the  laws 
and  order.  But  times  have  changed ;  wo  have  now  a 
people  to  be  relied  on,  and  there  ought  no  longer  to  be 
any  influential  class  to  refuse  to  trust  thorn.  We  have 
on  one  f>ide  the  virtue,  and  ou  the  other  should  be  the 
faith  in  it.  A  great  Volunteer  force  will,  if  permitted, 
spring  up  in  every  corner  of  the  kingdom,  with  a  rapidity 
and  spirit  worthy  of  the  national  character,  and  every  man 
will  be  only  another  champion  of  our  liberties,  and  defender 
of  the  throne.

We  are  not,  of  oouise,  to  charge  Lord  Derby  personally 
or  even  his  Ministry  collectively,  with  every  artifice  and  ro¬ 
guery  reeortad  to  iu  this  place  and  that  place  to  gain  a  little 
advantage  in  the  elections.  Wo  are  well  aware,  more¬ 
over,  that  there  are  always  soiled  hands  on  both  sides  of  the 
field  in  such  conflicts.  But  still,  had  Sir  James  Graham 
been  in  possession  of  the  Cirencester  case,  it  wonld  have 
afforded  him  a  piquant  addition  to  his  list  of  the  Derhyite 
dodges.  The  abduction  and  drugging  of  John  Kibblewhite 
would  have  supplied  him  with  just  the  finishing  stroke 
which  his  admirable  tableau  or  the  election  wanted.  The 
story,  as  disclosed  before  tbe  Cirencester  bench  of  ma¬ 
gistrates,  is  briefly  the  following. 

Mr  Pole,  of  Stratton  House,  a  gentleman  of  plentiful 
estate  and  Toiy  politics,  stood  charged,  in  company  with 
his  gardener,  his  groom,  and  hia  groom’s  wife,  with 
kidnapping,  inebriating,  and  plying  with  "  drowsy  syrups," 
a  certain  Liberal  voter  on  the  night  preceding  the 
election  for  the  borough,  and  for  the  purpose  of  pre¬ 
venting  said  voter  from  voting  thereat,  contrary  to  the 
statute  in  that  case  made  and  provided.  Following 
the  course  of  the  evidence,  we  first  see  Mr  Pole  and 
his  gardener,  on  the  day  before  the  nomination,  passing  a 
beer-house  in  the  village  of  Stratton.  They  meet  the 
elector,  and  the  gardener  tells  him  that  his  master  has  a 
job  for  him  to  do  at  his  mansion,  namely,  to  open  a  drain 
that  was  choked  up.  Accordingly  John  Kibblewhite  was  at 
Mr  Polo’s  house  the  next  morning  at  break  of  day.  He 
left  his  work  at  ten  to  attend  tbe  nomination,  and  returned 
at  noon,  having  had,  as  he  swore,  nothing  to  drink  in' tho 
interval.  The  butler  then  invited  him  into  the  harness 
room,  and  treated  him  to  a  glass  of  beer.  Then  came  tbe 
groom’s  wife,  and  accommodated  him  with  a  pipe  of  tobacco, 
which  he  accepted  and  smoked.  After  the  pipe  the  same 
.  good  soul  asked  him  would  he  like  a  cup  of  tea  ?  Yes, 
John  Kibblewhite  would,  and  went  up  stairs  with  Mary 
Colburn.  The  first  cup  John  liked  very  well,  but  the  second 
was  not  so  palatable,  and  a  little  more  sugar  did  not  much 
improve  it.  John  thought  it  very  dark-coloured,  and  it  was  the 
last  thought  he  had  at  Mr  Polo’s  country  seat ;  "  after  that  ho 
"  recollected  nothing  until  the  next  morning,  when  he 

found  himself  iu  bed  somewhere  or  other;  he  bad  no 
"  notion  where.”  In  fact,  he  was  at  the  King’s  Hoad  Inn, 
at  a  place  called  Ashton  Keynes,  the  distance  of  which 
from  Stratton  we  only  gather  from  the  fact  that  there  were 
two  turnpikes  on  the  road  between  them.  Now  comes  the 
question,  bow  and  by  whom  was  our  drugged  elector  trans¬ 
ported  to  the  King’s  Head,  where  he  first  awoke  after  his 
dose  of  black  tea  ?  He  certainly  had  no  reason  to  complain  of 
being  unhandsomely  treated,  sleeping  or  waking,  for  he 
travelled  in  Mr  Pole’s  carriage.  Tha  turnpike-keeper  of 
Stratton,  and  the  voter’s  afflicted  wife,  establish  this  in¬ 
teresting  fact  between  them,  the  latter  in  a  very  pleasant 
hit  of  evidence. 

William  Carpenter. — I  remember  the  nomination  day  atCirenoeater 
Mr  Pole’s  carriage  passed  through  that  night  about  nine  o’clock. 
Four  people  were  in  tbe  carriage.  I  saw  ODlbum  and  bia  wife,  but 
tbe  other  two  I  did  not  know.  One  of.them,  who  was  aitting  along 
with  the  driver,  was  in  a  leaning  position,  and  had  either  a  shawl  or 
a  cloth  on  him. 

Mrs  Charlotte  Kibblewhite. — I  am  the  wife  of  John  Kibblewhite. 

I  recollect  the  nomination  day  at  Cirenoester.  I  never  shall  forget  ^ 
it  On  that  night  my  husband  was  out  all  night.  I  know  Mr  Pole’s 
carriage.  I  saw  it  pass  my  house  that  evening,  and  I  saw  him  sit¬ 
ting  in  the  oarrisge  witii  his  head  lying  on  ono  side. 

Mr  Cripps.— Who  was  the  “  him  ?  ” 

Witness,  with  emphasia — My  husband,  Sir;  I  have  no  other 
“  him.”  (Laughter.) 

Examination  resumed. — He  had  a  “jim-crow”on,  and  a  shawl 
over  him.  They  did  not  stop  at  my  door.  He  was  a  voter.  I  did 
not  oare  about  the  voter,  I  wanted  my  husband.  He  came  in  to  the 
nomination,  and  returned  between  twelve  and  one  o’clock.  He  was 
perfectly  sober.  I  know  when  he  is  drunk  fast  cnowh. 

Cross-examined.— My  husband  was  not  drunk.  He  was  sober.  I 
could  take  my  oath  it  was  him  in  tbe  carriage. 

Be-ezamiiwd.— On  the  next  morning  I  went  to  Mr  F(de’s  to  know 
what  they  had  done  with  my  husband. 

We  are  now  arrived  at  the  King’s  Head.  It  was  proved 
by  the  landlord  that  the  groom  and  gardener  brought  the 
object  of  their  tender  solicitude  into  the  house  and  asked  for 
a  bed  for  him.  At  first  they  stated  that  he  was  a  dmnken 
man  whom  they  had  pick^  up  on  the  road,  but  when 
Boniface  was  unmoved  by  that  plea,  the  groom  told  another 
story  more  consistent  with  the  case  for  the  prosecution. 

He  then  said  Mr  Pole  had  sent  the  man  to  my  house,  and  I  was  to 
keep  him  eoneealod  tmlU  fimr  s’efedk  the  next  day,  which  was  polling- 
day,  so  that  he  should  not  bo  abla  to  vote.  If  I  would  do  so,  Colburn 
said  he  would  always  respect  «m  os  long  as  he  lived,  astd  he  would  yws 
me  anything.  I  asked  him  who  the  mau  was,  aud  ho  his  name 
was  Kibblewhite  or  Kibble,  and  that  they  emne  from  Cirencester.  I 
at  last  took  the  man  in  because  I  did  not  think  he  w^  fit  to  go  on 
any  further.  He  appeared  like  a  drunken  man,  stupid  drunk.  Tke 
gardener  brought  him  from  the  carriage  into  the  kitten  in  his  arms, 
and  took  him  up  to  bed.  Mrs  Colburn  did  not  give  me  anything. 
She  gave  my  wife  a  bottle.  I  saw  the  bottle  a^r  they  were  gone. 

It  was  rather  more  than  an  inch  in  Imigtii.  I  did  not  see  what  was 
on  it.  The  liquid  in  it  was  as  dark  aa  potter  almost. 

Then  we  have  Mrs  Cove,  the  innkeeper’s  wife,  who  tells 
us  something  more  about  the  bottle ;  *'  it  had  a  bit  of  pink 
"  paper  over  the  cork  with  *  Laudanum,  poison,’  printed 

on  it,"  and  Mrs  Gove  tells  us  also  what  the  groom’s 
better  half  directed  her  to  do  with  it ;  "  she  was  to  give  him 

twenty  drops  in  some  rum  on  the  following  morning  ’’ 
(that  of  tbe  election).  That  Mrs  Gove  did  what  she  was 
bid  we  collect  from  the  testimony  of  the  village  doctor,  who 
saw  Kibblewhite  in  tbe  morning,  and  from  tbe  state  he  was 
in  concluded  immediately  that  *'  he  had  been  drugged,"  and 
was  *'  under  the  effects  of  a  narcotic."

That  Kibblewhite  was  himself  a  bold  Whig,  and  incor¬ 
ruptible  Liberal,  is  plain  enough  from  the  methods  taken 
with  him.  The  laudanum  bottle  would  not  bare  been  tried, 
had  his  morality  l^n  poisonable  with  a  bank-note.  The 
landlord  of  the  King’s  Head  states  that  when  John  did 
break  the  bands  of  sleep  asunder,  nothing  could  withstand 
bis  impetuosity  to  get  to  the  hustings.  My  mistress  asked 
**  him  to  hare  somo  tea,  but  be  said  he  would  hare  nothing 
«  in  my - house  ;  he  jumped  op  and  off  he  went.” 

The  dismay  at  Stratton  House  at  the  frustration  of  the 
plot  must  be  left  to  the  reader’s  conception.  It  is  gratify, 
ing,  however,  to  find  that  mine  host  was  paid  for  his  trouble, 
no  matter  from  whose  pocket  the  money  came. 

On  the  next  day  (Sunday)  Colburn  came  to  my  houae  on  horse¬ 
back,  and  asked  me  how  1  came  to  let  the  man  go  ?

THE  FUTURE  ARMY  FOR  INDIA. 

We  have  carefully  read  the  Report  of  the  Commission 
appointed  by  the  Queen  to  inquire  what  should  be  the  number 
and  constitution  of  a  future  garrison  for  our  Indian  empire, 
and  feel  not  the  least  hesitation  in  pronounciog  it  a  docu¬ 
ment  at  once  unwise,  self-contradictory,  and  worthless.  It  is, 
howevsr,  just  such  a  one  as  might  well  have  been  expected 
from  suoh  a  Commission.  Among  its  ten  members  Uiere  is 
but  one  civilian,  and  he  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India : 
of  its  military  members,  five,  the  majority,  are  officers  of 
the  Line,  among  whom  we  find  the  Secreti^  for  War  and 
bis  Royal  Highness  the  Commsnder-in-Chief,  while  the 
minority  consists  of  four  offioere  of  the  old  East  India  Com¬ 
pany’s  Army.  As  might  have  been  anticipated  from  a 
Commission  so  constituted,  the  majority  and  minority  are 
divided  on  almost  every  material  question,  or  when  they  | 
happen  to  agree,  both  are  in  the  wrong.  To  this  general 
di^rd  there  is,  as  far  as  we  can  discover,  but  a  single 
exception,  that  Natives  henceforward  should  not  be  entrusted 
with  artillery,  the  arm  of  which  they  are  fondest,  on  which 
they  most  rely,  and  with  which  it  follows  that  they  are 
most  dangerous.  | 

We  give  one  or  two  specimens  of  the  reoomraendfl 
tions  of  the  Commisaiim,  or  rather  of  a  bare  majorify' 
of  the  CommiasioD,  wliioh  will  probably  be  thought 
bv  our  readers  quite  enough  of  a  docnment,  the  advice  | 
of  which  it  is  quite  impossible  that  any  government  should 
adopt.  The  (Commission  recommends  t^  the  future  £u*  I 
ropean  garrison  of  India  should  consist  of  about  80,000  i 
men,  and  that  the  Native  army  should  in  Bengal,  the  moet 
active  field  of  the  rebellion,  be  in  the  proportion  of 
two  to  one  to  it,  and  in  Bombay  and  Madras  in  that  of  three 
to  one.  This  would  make  the  Native  army  to  amount  to 
190,000,  to  which  is  to  be  added  a  new  Police  force,  organ-  i 
Ized,  armed,  and  disciplined  in  the  same  manner  as  the  I 
regular  Sepoys.  This  would  render  the  whole  armed  and 
disciplined  Natives  to  amount  to  340,000,  which  ia  80,000 
ittore  than  the  whole  Native  army,  Rej^lar,  Irregular,  and  | 
Contingents,  before  the  rebellion,  while  it  would  make  the 
whole  Indian  garrison  to  amount  to  420,000,  or  110,000 
more  than  it  was  before  that  deplorable  event. 

One  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Commission,  among 
the  moet  unwise,  seems  to  us  to  be  that  which  counsels  that 
the  Native  force  should  in  the  main  consist  of  Regulars,  that 
is  of  troops  costing  double  as  much  as  Irregulars,  without  being 
more  efficient  for  such  duties  as  Sepoys  ought  henceforward 
to  be  entrusted  with,  l^he  recommendation  is  aggravated  by 
the  advice  that  this  Regular  force  should,  like  the  old  one,  be 
composed  of  castes  and  nationalities  promiscuously  mixed 
over  each  battalion.  The  advice  thus  given  is  neither  more 
or  lees  than  to  reconstruct  an  army  of  190,00.0  men  in  every 
respect  similar  to  that  which  rebelled  and  massacred,  and 
it  was  tendered  even  before  Tantia  Topee  had  been  banged, 
or  the  Nana  laid  hold  of.  It  is  strange  that  the  extravagant 
folly  of  this  proposition  should  not  have  occurred  to  men 
who  in  the  same  breath  take  care  to  warn  the  Government  I 
of  the  **  elementa  of  danger  which  they  foresee  in  giving 
*'  too  much  of  a  military  organization  ”  to  the  new  Police 
force !  As  the  matter  stands,  then,  we  are  to  have  a 


Native  force  of  one  kind  or  another  of  340,000  men,  and  an 
additional  one  of  80,000  English  troops,  to  keep  the  former 
from  mutiny  and  maaeecre,  since  no  one  imagines  any  other 
revolt  in  India  than  a  military  one,  while  foreign  aggression 
is  a  wild  hypothesis  which  no  man  of  sense  now  entertains. 

As  to  the  Native  armies  of  Madras  and  Bombay,  with 
little  material  difference  framed  like  the  army  of  Bengal 
that  mutinied,  the  Commission  recommends  that  they  be 
continued  jnat  as  they  are,  even  to  their  expensive  and  effete 
Regular  cavalry  and  their  dangerous  artillery.  Now  we  must 
really  remind  her  Majesty’s  Commissioners,  that  a  consider¬ 
able  portion  of  the  Boml^y  army  did  really  mutiny  in  1857, 
and  that  mutiny  in  the  Madras  array  for  fifty  long  years  was 
far  more  frequent  and  dangerous  than  in  any  other  branch 
of  the  Native  force.  But  from  whence  are  the  funds  to 
come  that  are  to  defray  this  monster  array  recommended 
by  the  military  Commission  ?  (Certainly  not  from  Indian 
resources,  which  assuredly  cannot,  henceforward,  be  increased 
at  all  by  annexations,  and  not  materially  by  taxation.  The 
Indian  army  before  the  rebellion  amounted  to  310,000  men, 
and  cost  in  round  numliers  about  ll,000,000f.,  which  was 
equal  to  one-half  the  whole  nett  revenue  of  India.  In 
proportion  to  mere  numbers  the  army  of  the  Commission 
will  cost  about  4,000,000f.  more,  but  os  the  European 
portion  of  it,  by  far  the  most  expensive,  is  doubled,  wo  may 
fairly  assume  that  it  will  absorb  full  three-fourths  of  the 
whole  revenue  of  India,  and  then  what  remains  for  conducting 
the  extravagant  civil  Government  in  England  and  India, 
and  for  paying  the  interest  of  a  debt  which  will  assuredly 
have  been  doubled,  and  this  through  the  treachery  of  the 
old  Native  army  which  the  new  is  to  resemble,  with  exag¬ 
geration  of  numbers  ?  England,  if  the  recommendations  of 
the  Commission  be  adopted,  must  pay  what  India  cannot, 
and  the  people  of  England  be  taxed  to  the  annual  amount 
of  six  or  seven  millions  for  the  empty  honour  of  inheriting 
the  empire  of  the  Great  Moghul,  uudor  the  hourly  peril  of 
revolt.  It  is  our  decided  opinion  that  Lord  Clyde  is  not 
likely  to  endorse  the  Report  of  the  Commissioners. 


DEFICIENT  MILITARY  EDUCATION. 

In  the  same  column  of  a  newspaper  which  contained 
some  strictures  on  the  abstruse  knowledge  required  of  can¬ 
didates  for  military  instniution  and  military  employmeiit 
was  an  account  of  nn  acuhlent,  showing  that  sotnoihiug 
else  is  wanted  in  a  soldier  besides  a  profound  acquaintance 
with  the  British  Constitution  or  expertness  in  Greek  versifi¬ 
cation.  The  horse  of  General  Sir  Richard  Airey  having 
swerved  and  sprung  into  a  gallop,  the  General  lost  his  seat, 
and  tumbled  to  the  ground,  happily  without  any  of  the 
ill  conseqnences  which  befel  Major  Sturgeon’s  brother  in 
arms,  Major  Molasses,  in  similar  circumstances.  Now  let  us 
suppose  that  this  misadventure  had  happened  not  in  Rotten 
Row  but  on  a  field  of  battle,  when  the  fortunes  of  the  day 
might  depend  on  the  General’s  passing  quickly  from 
one  spot  to  another.  There  the  horse  is  scampering  away 
without  a  rider,  and  the  General  sprawling  on  the  ground. 
A  civilian  who  cannot  ait  a  swerving  horse  luul  better  refrain 
from  mounting  one,  but  a  General  Officer  so  deficient  in 
ordinary  horsemanship  is  really  not  qualified  for  his  duties, 
however  good  a  eeat  be  may  have  at  an  official  desk. 
His  groom  must  laugh  at  him,  and  think  it  lucky  the 
mishap  did  not  occur  when  be  was  reviewing  a  brigade  or 
division.  We  must  not  be  told  that  an  accident  may  hap¬ 
pen  to  any  one.  The  accident  of  falling  with  a  horse  may 
happen  to  any  rider,  but  the  accident  of  felling /rom  a  horee 
can  only  happen  to  a  bad  horseman.  Even  John  Gilpin  did 
more  than  (General  Sir  Richard  Airey,  and  contrived  to  stick 
to  the  horse.  The  Commander-in-Cbief  should  forthwith  send 
bis  Quartermaster-Geueral  to  the  Riding  School  to  enable 
him  to  sit  a  swerve,  and  save  him  from  coming  to  grief. 
But  old  dogs  are  not  good  at  learning  new  tricks,  and  we 
doubt  whether  a  horseman  can  be  made  of  a  gentleman  so 
advanced  in  life  as  Sir  R.  Airey.  And  amongst  the  young 
men  who  answer  questions  touching  the  British  Constitution 
and  the  Greek  metres  to  the  satisf^tion  of  the  examiners, 
how  many  are  there  who  are  utterly  deficient  in  the  manly 
exercises  which  belong  essentially  to  the  education  of  a 
soldier,  and  which  cannot  be  taken  up  with  any  success  after 
the  season  of  youth.  Too  much  is  given  to  book<!i,  to  the 
neglect  of  things  pertaining  to  action  and  forming  manly 
habits. 


THE  RIFLE. 

TO  THB  BDITOa  OV  THB  EXAMINES. 

Sir, — The  nation  is  desirous  of  voluntarily  arming  itself,  but 
is  ignorant  altogether  how  to  set  about  it.  The  rifle  is  to  be 
the  weapon.  Whether  wo  have  volunteer  corps  or  rifle  clubs, 
the  first  sod  essential  queetion  is,  where  are  we  to  practise  ?  | 
There  ought  to  be  at  least  twenty  practising  grounds  round 
London,  and  rifle  shooriag  will  then  become  an  interesting  and 
a  general  pastime,  like  cricket  or  boating.  Now  these  rifle 
grounds  must  be  oblongs,  300  yards  in  length  by  200  ynrds  in 
vridth,  having  the  tnrg^  nt  one  end  and  the  shed  few  the 
shooters  at  the  other.  The  targets  must  be  placed  against  a 
strong  wall,  not  less  than  thirty  feet  high,  and  this  must  be 
flaaked  by  two  other  walls  running  down  to  the  shed,  not  per¬ 
haps  quite  so  high  «s  thirty  feet.  In  front  of  the  targets  there 
must  be  sunk  a  mtch  seven  feet  in  depth,  and  well  drained,  for 
the  markers ;  and  the  shed  at  the  other  end  of  the  oblong  must 
be  built  with  a  slantips;  roof,  which  shall  {srojeci  in  such  a 
manner,  and  be  so  dividW  into  compartments,  as  to  reodar  it 
I  impossible  that  the  ball,  in  case  of  accidental  discharges,  shall 


M  over  the  end  wall  or  either  of  the  side  ones.  The  shed  most 
be  properly  furnished  with  loading  tables,  and  with  upright 
oases  in  the  rear  in  which  the  anas  oaa  be  kept.  The  att^- 
ants  must  be  numeroui.  Thus  you  see  that  toe  oost  of  a  rifle 
ground  will  be  oonsidmbl^  and  unless  there  are  plenty  of  them 
and  easy  of  access,  it  will  be  vain  to  expect  that  general 
profieiency  in  the  use  of  the  weapon  on  the  attainment  of  which 
I  really  believe  our  future  seouri^  depends. 

The  only  scheme  which  1  can  devise  for  providiog  these 
essentially  necessary  practising  grounds  is  the  formation  of 
several  joint-stock  companies  for  the  purchase  and  pr^Mwatioo 
of  sites  ;  Md  thooe  persons  who  really  have  at  heart  toe  arming 
of  the  natibo  should  b^pn  at  the  be^nning  by  forming  oompa* 
niet  for  this  purpoM.  When  the  sites  shall  be  pronded  and 
toe  buildings  ersoted,  people  of  all  ranks,  high  and  low,  will 
flock  to  them,  many  and  various  clubs  will  be  formed,  .toe 
members  of  which  will  engage  a  certain  number  of  targets  for 
so  many  hours  for  so  maay  days  in  the  month  as  may  salt  thrir 
pleasure  and  oonvenienoe,  and  people  will  frequent  them  at  idl 
hours,  dropping  in  to  take  half-a-dosen  or  a  doxen  shots  as 
opp^unity  may  enable  them. 

When  arrangements  for  numerous  practising  grounds  shall 
have  been  made,  it  vrill  be  time  to  talk  of  volunteer  corps.  At 
present  it  would  really  be  putting  the  cart  before  the  norse  to 
think  of  them.  The  Jtret  thing  is  to  obtain  shooters,  and 
shooters  cannot  be  had  ia  any  number  without  ample  means 
for  learning  how  to  shoot. 

The  topic  on  which  I  will  next  venture  a  few  remarks  is  on 
the  weapon  itself.  Qeneral  Peel  graciously  promises  to  allow 
us  to  arm  ourselves,  provided  we  consent  to  arm  ourselves  with 
rifles  of  uniform  gai:^.  Bo  you  suppose  General  Peel  knows 
anything  about  this  matter  ?  Ue  knows  no  more  about  it  than 
did  those  who  selected  the  Enfield  rifle  for  a  amdel  weapon. 
Granting  that  uniformity  of  gauge  is  desirable,  can  he  say  wAat 
the  gauge  should  be  7  Before  committing  the  nation  to  the 
adoption  of  any  gauge,  will  he  condescend  to  consult  the  only 
good  authorities  or  witnesses  on  this  part  of  the  subject,  viz., 
the  men  who*  get  their  living  by  the  rifle  by  hunting  the 
buffalo  T 

Very  few,  indeed,  are  there  in  England  who  understand  any¬ 
thing  whatever  ou  this  subject,  and  very  many  are  those  who 
misunderstand  it  altogether;  and  it  is  unfortunately  these 
latter  who  thus  far  have  seized  hold  of  the  subject,  and  have 
been  permitted  to  direct  everything  that  appertains  to  it.  Gen. 
Peel  iMlongs  to  this  last  class, — if  not— he  would  scarcely  have 
omitted,  when  spesking  about  the  gauge,  to  my  something 
about  a  very  much  more  important  point,  viz.,  the  form  and 
dimensions  of  tho  stock.  The  patrons  of  tho  Enfield  rifle  have 
given  us  a  weapon  stocked  in  such  a  manner  that  no  man  can 
take  an  aim  with  it  in  a  standing  position  except  from  a  rest ; 
and  if  he  has  no  rost,  he  must  go  down  on  one  knee  in  order  to 
take  an  aim.  Is  this  absurdity  aud  inconvenience  to  be  conti¬ 
nued  7  May  we  not  be  permitted  to  have  a  weapon  with  which 
it  shall  be  possible  to  take  aim  in  a  standing  position  P  Will 
General  Peel  condescend  to  inquire  of  a  buffalo  hunter  what 
should  be  the  form  of  the  stock  of  a  rifle  P  If  he  would  have 
this  goodness  before  setting  us  all  wrong,  he  would  learn  that 
the  bend  of  each  stock  should  be  proportionate  to  the  length  of 
too  individual  shooter’s  neck,  and  that  its  length  should  ^  ]^- 
portionate  to  the  length  of  toe  individual  shooter’s  arm.  The 
stock  of  a  rifle  should  be  as  carefully  made  to  fit  the  shooter  as 
his  coat. 

About  two  years  imo  Golonel  *  *  *  •  was  kind  enou^  to  rive 
a  lecture  on  the  Eumild  rifle  at  the  Institution  in  Whitehall 

fdace,  and  he  exhibited  Mveral  specimeiu  of  these  pieces.  The 
ecture  appeared  to  give  mreat  satisfaction  to  many  military- 
looking  geatlemen,  old  and  young ;  and  at  the  oloee  of  toe  lec¬ 
ture  sooM  of  them  gathered  round  him  and  began  handUsg  the 
i  weapons.  As  he  1]^  kindly  offered  to  give  an  answer  to  any 
question  that  any  of  his  auditors  might  propose,  I  ventured 
after  some  time  to  inquire  aloud  to  be  favoured  with  the  rea¬ 
sons  for  stocking  the  weapon  as  it  was  stocked.  The  point,  as 
I  judged  from  his  manner,  bad  never  occurred  to  him.  Ue  said, 
in  an  inquiring  tone,  that  he  supposed  that  I  meant  to  ask  why 
tl^e  stock  was  so  fony,  and  he  Mded  that  it  certainly  was  the 
longest  stocked  weapon  of  any  in  Europe.  I  observM  that  it 
was  impossible  to  take  aim  wito  a  rifle  so  stocked  except  from 
the  knee  or  from  a  rest  i  when  he  said  that  ke  believed  a  com¬ 
mittee  or  a  commission  of  military  men  had  bera  appointed  to 
decide  upon  such  points, — that  they  had  decided  upon  this  • 
length  and  form,— that  he  did  not  know  their  reasons,  and  that 
it  was  very  true  that  you  could  not  take  aim  with  it  in  an  up¬ 
right  position  unless  from  a  rest.  This  seemed  quite  satisfac¬ 
tory  to  his  militarv  auditors,  and  I  said  nothing  more. 

If  the  people  of  England  wish  to  arm  themselves  with  the 
rifle, — to  learn  how  to  use  it,— how  to  form  themselves  into 
bands  or  corps  for  supporting  one  another  in  the  use  of  it 
against  an  advancing  enemy, — how  to  discipline  such  corps, — 
how  to  clothe  and  equip  them, — they  miut  begin  by  eschewing 
all  reference  to  the  Hone  Guards,  and  turn  their  eyes  aud 
thoughts  al^etoer  away  from  that  dreadful  inoubos  on  the 
military  geuius  aud  all-eufficing  valour  of  KogUshnieo.  There 
are  no  Cromwelle,  there  are  no  Clives,  there  are  no  Washing¬ 
tons  at  the  Horse  Guards ;  but  plenty  such  will  disclose  them¬ 
selves  in  all  ranks  of  civilians  in  the  hour  of  England’s  ue^. 
All  we  need  now  is  a  sufficiency  of  localities  for  rifle  practice, 
and  permission  to  suit  ourselves  with  the  weapon  and  the  equip¬ 
ment  we  think  best.  We  shall  then  know  wnat  to  do  and  how 
to  do  it.  There  are  about  200  houses  in  the  street  in  which  I 
live.  If  each  of  them  contained  as  fair  a  rifle  shot  as  myself, 
if  we  all  knew  this  of  each  other,  and  were  to  hear  that  General 
Peel,  at  the  head  of  either  regiment  of  toe  Guards,  was  coming 
hostilely  into  one  end  of  this  street,  I  will  answer  for  it  that  as 
few  would  reach  the  other  end  as  got  through  that  ever  memo 
rable  **  chemiu  fortifi^  malement*'  at  Poitiers,  when  ItM  mar¬ 
shals  of  France  led  what  Froissart  oaiis  the  **  flower  of  French 
chivalry  *'  against  the  terribio  bowmen  of  England.  Oitis. 


THE  GOVERNMENT  VOLUNTEER  MISTAKE. 

TO  THB  BOrrOB  or  TMB  BXAMWBB. 

Fir, — Bubsequently  to  my  forwarding  to  you  a  letter  on 
Volunteer  Coi^.  which  appeared  in  last  week’s  Examiner,  I 
find  tho  War  (^ce  and  Horse  Guards  have  at  length  made  a 
show  of  complying  with  the  wishes  of  the  people  as  expressed 
for  the  last  six  months  in  various  applications,  and  have  pub¬ 
lished  a  notice  to  lord-lieutenants  of  counties,  acceptiim  toe 
services  of  volunteers  under  certain  stipulations.  The  Times 
takes  toe  whole  credit  of  the  measure  upon  itself,  although  un- 
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til  within  the  tut  month  it  hni  been  altogether  silent  on  the 
subject;  but  it  would  seem  the  Timat  poet  indited  »  copy  of 
Terses,  and  thiu  copy  of  Terses,  of  course,  conTorted  General 
Peel,  and  the  Timm*  editor  thus  speaks  of  the  effort  of  the 
Time$  poet :  “  The  cry  or  inritation  expressed  the  necessity  of 
the  time,  and  had  passed  lih*  the  call  of  a  trumpet  through  tiu 
land  /**  “  These  pe  prare  orts,”  as  the  Welsh  parson  ^th  it  in 
the  play.  Still  it  is  consolatory  to  know  that  in  the  Timet’  poet 
we  hare  Pibdin  redivivtu  to  rouse  Britons  to  arms,  and  that  no 
fear  need  be  entertained  of  the  health  of  the  Timet  trumpeter ; 
that  functionary  clearly  is  not  dead,  but  hearty  and  blatant 
With  your  permission  I  shall  proceed  to  say  a  few  words  on 
the  subject  of  the  force  now  in  contemplation.  I  think  the 
stipulations  in  General  Peel’s  notice  so  much  red  tape 
up  the  proposition  and  keep  it  in  abeyance.  If  a  body  of 
respectable  and  able  young  fellows  are  ready  to  place  them- 
seWes  in  training  the  least  that  the  War  Office  can  do  is  to 
find  them  arms.  When  Buonaparte  mustered  the  army  of  Eng¬ 
land  and  encamped  it  at  Boul(^e,  and  prepared  praams  and  flat- 
bottomed  boats  to  conrey  it  across  the  Chuannel,  our  rolunteem 
swarmed  like  a  disturbed  nest  of  wasps,  but  they  were  arm^ 
and  clothed  by  GoTemment;  and  when  General  Peel  asks 
for  88,000/.  to  lay  out  upon  the  yeomanry  caralry,  a 
species  of  rolunteers  so  armed  and  ordered  as  not  to  be 
worth  their  salt,  the  least  that  can  be  expected  of  him  is 
that  he  should  ask  for  60,000/.  to  be  laid  out  in  rifles  for  the 
proposed  useful  force  of  riflemen.  The  Government  price  of 
Terry’s  breech-loader  is  6/.  You  might  thus  have  10,000  stand 
of  arms,  making  the  body  of  men  so  armed  equal  to  30,000  men 
armed  with  the  old  weapon.  According  to  General  Pwl’s  mani¬ 
festo,  the  rifle  is  to  be  decided  upon  by  him,  but  paid  for  with 
its  powder  and  shot  by  the  volunteer.  I  will  defy  you,  then, 
to  put  the  rifleman  in  the  plainest  uniform  on  his  parade  ground 
under  12/.  without  paying  for  his  powder  and  shot.  Whatever  may 
be  intended,  this  will  seriously  cripple  the  volunteer  movement. 
Gentlemen  of  the  dubs  or  of  liberal  professions,  and  some  tradesmen, 
may  incur  thi*  preliminary  expense ;  but  I  have  very  serious  doubts 
if  it  will  not  prove  a  bar  to  a  great  national  movement  such  as  alwe 
can  produce  a  feeling  of  securitv  among  the  people,  and  1  imagine 
that  thi«  proclamation  will  merely  result  in  the  formation  of  a  few 
shooting  clubs.  General  Peel  will  have  done  enough  to  appear  to 
acquiesce  in  the  wi^es  of  the  people,  and  will  have  done  nothing ; 
and  in  doing  so  much  he  will  completely  satisfy  H.R.H.  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief.  There  are  other  serious  expenses  to  be  incurred 
and  to  fall  on  the  volunteers,  aooording  to  General  Peel.  Who  is  to 
instruct  these  volunteers  in  the  use  of  the  rifle  ?  because  it  is  all 
very  well  to  say,  go  and  learn  the  use  of  the  rifle;  but  if  our  regular 
troops  have  regular  instructors  in  that  art,  and  cannot  without  such 
inrtruction  lean  to  Judge  of  distance,  in  which  and  the  use  of  the 
tight!  the  art  of  rifl^shooting  consists,  how  is  our  volunteer  to  be¬ 
come  cunning  in  that  art,  unless  someb^y  pays  for  his  teaching  ? 

If  General  Peel  be  in  earnest  in  seeking  to  develope  our  means  of 
internal  defence,  he  has  an  odd  way  of  showing  it,  and  1  confidently 
assert  that  without  some  aid  from  Government  the  volunteer  move¬ 
ment  will  be  a  failure.  I  have  said  that  we  expend  88,000/.  on 
a  volunteer  force  in  the  shape  of  yeomanry  cavalry.  That  fine  body 
of  men,  now  of  very  negative  use,  might  be  nude  the  most  valuable 
protective  corps  in  England.  It  is  clear  that  in  putting  yeomanry 
through  the  dinll  of  re^ar  cavalry,  proficiency  in  the  movements  of 
which  is  utterly  impossible  to  be  attained  in  the  time  allotted  to  them 
for  practioe,  you  are  losing  your  time  and  trouble.  It  is  also  evident 
that  by  arming  the  yeomanry  in  a  different  manner,  and  putting  them 
through  a  different  drill,  you  might  form  them  into  an  admirable  body 
of  irregular  horse  as  mounted  riflemen.  Instead  of  those  regular  man¬ 
oeuvres  which  tend  to  make  the  yeomanry  ridiculous,  b^use  no¬ 
thing  but  continuous  practice  can  achieve  them,  let  the  men  be  exer¬ 
cised  so  as  to  use  the  rifle  as  skirmishers  on  foot,  leaving  their  horses 
picketed.  Very  soon,  as  the  practice  of  the  rifle  depends  on  them¬ 
selves,  they  would  b^me  expert  rifle  shots,  and  the  nobility  and 
^uirearchy  have  every  facility  at  their  command  for  allowing  practice 
in  their  paiks  and  domains,  and  may  set  up  targets  for  rifle  praotice, 
as  their  forefathers  set  up  butts  for  archery  praotice,  with  toe  same 
excellent  result.  There  is  no  more  useful  ^y  of  men  than  the 
Cape  Mounted  Rifles.  Equally  effective  on  horseback  as  on  foot, 
they  used  the  double-barrelled  rifle,  a  good  weapon,  but  inferior 
certainly  to  the  breech-loader,  and  they  md  good  service  with  it  in 
the  Kaffir  war.  Our  yeomanry  cavalry  might  very  well  emtilate  the 
utility  of  thU  corns,  and  being  dressed  more  for  service,  less  for  show, 
retaining  with  their  horses  the  power  of  speedy  locomotion,  being 
enabled  to  be  thrown  with  [celerity  on  any  riven  point,  they  would 
possess  advantages  as  a  oorM  to  assist  in  repelling  invasion  which  can 
scarcely  be  vali^  too  highly.  Por  the  weapon  which  toe  yeomanry 
cavalry  might  advantamusly  adopt,  Terry’s  breech-loading  rifled  car- 
•  bine,  as  lately  ordered  for  the  regular  cavalry,  has  been  severely 
tested  and  approved,  and  makes  correct  practice  at  a  thousand  yards. 
The  yeomanrv  cavalry  might  still  be  called  out  once  a  year  to  obtain 
genem  knowledge  of  cavury  movements,  and  if  put  under  the  course 
of  drill  I  have  ventured  to  point  out  in  the  intervals,  would  present 
themselves  as  acromplished  marksmen,  instead  of  eliciting,  as  they 
nlwa^s  do,  the  mirth  of  the  spectators  in  their  attempts  to  make  their 
frMtious  and  unaccustomed  brutes  stand  fire  when  thrown  out  as 
skurmishers.  This  difficulty  must  always  exist  unless  the  yeomanry 
troopers  aoenstom  their  animals  to  stand  fire  at  home,  in  which  case 
the  carbine  may  be  used  with  effect  from  the  saddle.  It  is  in  the  power 
to  use  the  carbine  either  on  horseback  or  on  foot,  that  toe  utility  of 
the  yeomanry  as  irregular  horse  must  consist.  The  yeomanry  troopers 
would,  of  course,  wear  a  sabre ;  but  I  should  recommend  it  to  be  a 
light  weapon,  and  that  it  ahould  have  a  facility  to  be  detached  at 
pleasure  and  left  suspended  to  the  saddle. 

That  a  volunteer  force  can  be  moat  effective  there  are  many  men 
of  the  present  generation  able  to  attest  When  the  uncle  of  the  pre 
sent  Emperor  of  the  French  made  preparations  for  invading  England, 
almost  every  hamlet  had  its  company  of  volunteers.  London  had  her 
regiments,  and  exceedingly  creditable  was  the  drill  and  discipline  of 
those  who  drew  the  “  voluntary  brand.”  They  were,  as  was  the 
fashion  of  the  time,  and  that  fashion  still  too  much  hangs  about  the 
Horn  Guards,  instructed  in  everything  military  except  the  art  of 
killing ;  but  as  that  is  exactly  the  thing  we  require  for  our  protection, 
let  ns  hope  that  our  volunteers  may  commence  by  being  initiated  into 
tM  necessary  part  of  a  soldier’s  duty.  A  nobleman  has  afforded  to 
the  oomtry  proof  of  what  a  little  painstaking,  when  properly  applied, 
CM  achieve.

THE  LITERARY  EXAMINER. 

Italy :  Remarkt  made  in  several  Visits  from  the  Year  1816 
to  1854.  By  the  Right  Hon.  Lord  Broughton,  6.C.B. 
In  Two  Volumes.  Murray. 

Readers  of  *  Chtide  Harold  ’  will  always  associate  with 
that  poem  the  dedication  to  John  Hobhouse,  Esq.,  A.M., 
F.R.S.,  prefixed  to  the  last  canto.  The  dedication,  said 
Lord  Byron,  was  to  one  whom  I  have  known  long,  and 
“  accompanied  far,  whom  I  have  found  wakeful  over  my 
**  sickness  and  kind  in  my  sorrow,  glad  in  my  prosperity 
**  and  firm  in  my  adversity,  true  in  counsel  and  trusty  in 
**  peril — to  a  friend  often  tried  and  never  found  wanting.” 

I  wish,”  the  poet  added,  ”  to  do  honour  to  myself  by 
**  the  record  of  many  years'  intimacy  with  a  roan  of 
**  learning,  of  talent,  of  steadiness,  and  of  honour.” 
It  is  not  necessary  to  remind  any  reader  that  of  the 
copious  and  valuable  notes  to  *  Ghilde  Harold  '  Mr 
Hobhouse,  now  Lord  Broughton,  was  the  author;  and  that 
the  studies  of  Italy  contained  in  them  were  not  only  inter, 
leaved  with  the  poem,  but  also  filled  an  independent  volume 
of  Historical  Illustrations. 

Of  the  work  now  published  those  studies  are  the  basis. 
Subsequent  visits  to  Italy,  with  some  additional  research  at 
home,  have  enabled  the  author  to  revise  and  illustrate  by 
further  comment  what  he  had  already  written,  and  to  add 
new  matter.  The  book,  therefore,  appears  now  in  its  ripest 
form,  the  issue  of  forty  years’  ex|)erience,  research,  and 
original  thought.  Lord  Broughton  has  studied  Italy  with 
the  refinement  of  a  scholar  and  the  shrewdness  of  an  Eng¬ 
lish  politician.  He  has  full  power  not  only  himself  to  appre¬ 
ciate,  but  also  to  make  others  feel,  what  is  contained  in  the 
monuments  of  her  past  greatness.  When  he  traces,  in  suoces 
sive  chapters,  the  decay  of  Rome,  a  pleasant  wisdom  is 
not  less  apparent  than  the  fulness  and  precision  of  his 
knowledge.  He  gives  its  due  position  in  the  sketch  of  Italy 
to  her  past  wealth  in  art  and  literature,  and  when  he  writes 
of  Italian  pictures  or  discusses  Petrarch,  Tasso,  and  Boc¬ 
caccio,  he  is  no  sounder  of  hollow  words,  but  speaks  out  of 
the  full  mind  of  a  competent  and  independent  student.  Of 
Italy,  as  she  has  been  for  the  last  fifty  years,  he  can  discourse 
as  a  familiar  acquaintance,  or  else  from  the  living  word 
of  persons  in  whose  lives  has  lain  some  portion  of  her 
history.  Of  Italy,  under  the  French  in  the  days  of  the 
other  Napoleon,  he  has  much  to  tell.  Of  the  ineffectual 
contests  of  Italian  liberalism  with  the  power  of  Austria  he 
speaks  as  one  in  sympathy  with  the  fine-hearted  men,  some 
of  them,  indeed,  old  friends  and  acquaintances,  who  have 
long  since  suffered  for  their  patriotism. 

I  passed  through  Milan  in  1822.  All  my  friends  of  the  Liberal 
party  disappeared.  Where  is  De  Breme  ?  “  He  is  happy  in 
having  died ;  he  has  seen  none  of  these  things,”  was  the  reply.  And 
Silvio  Pellico ?  “  In  an  Hungarian  dungeon.”  Bosieri  too ?  “In 
prison.”  De  Tracy?  “Also  in  confinement”  Confalonieri ? 
“  Reprieved  on  the  scaffold  ;  but  whether  dead  or  in  prison  now,  no 
one  knows.”  Count  Luigi  Porto?  “In  exile.”  He  had  been 
execut^  in  effigy  a  few  days  before  my  arrival.  Such  were  the 
bitter  fruits  of  that  unhappy  attempt  to  shake  off  the  Austrian  yoke 
in  1821.  Shortly  after  the  failure  of  this  conspiracy  it  was  known 
that  the  Heads  of  Departments  were  prepared  to  retire  from  Milui, 
with  the  treasure  and  the  archives,  had  the  Piedmontese  advanced 
into  Lombardy  with  the  expected  force.  The  fate  of  Italy  was  then 
in  the  hands  of  the  Prince  of  Carignan,  the  unfortunate  Charles 
Albert  of  later  days. 

The  fulness  of  knowledge  upon  every  point  discussed,  the 
polished  style,  and  the  fair  representation  of  the  several 
points  of  view  from  which  Italy  is  to  be  regarded  by  an 
Englishman,  will  secure  permanence  to  Lord  Broughton’s 
perfected  work.  We  know  no  book  that  succeeds  more 
perfectly  in  giving  to  its  reader  an  exact  impression  of  a 
country,  and  of  the  chief  thoughts  that  are  associated  with 
its  name. 

Of  the  following  notes  the  date  is  an  old  period  of  alarm, 
1820-21,  when  Austria  was  vigilant,  and  slighted  Venice 
was  for  the  first  time  believing  in  her  own  decay. 

In  such  times  the  watchfulness  of  fear  discovers  conspiracy  in 
actions  the  most  insignificant.  A  young  man  had  written  in  the 
album  at  Arquk  some  verses  to  this  effect : — “  0  Petrarch,  thou  who 
didst  reprove  the  follies  of  our  ancestors,  how  much  less  wretched 
would  their  descendants  be  if  they  were  to  follow  thy  counsels !  * 
For  this  reflection  the  versifier  underwent  an  imprisonment  of  three 
days,  and  a  severe  examination  of  several  hours.  The  old  lady  who 
showed  mo  Petrarch's  house  at  ArquAin  1822,  told  me  that  the  album 
had  been  taken  away  because  some  one  had  written  “  qualche 
sporcheria  ”  in  it.  I  had  no  notion,  at  that  tone,  to  what  sort  of  filth 
she  alluded. 

I  found,  as  I  have  before  mentioned,  at  Venice,  a  certain  fond 
m»llection  of  their  old  system,  which  was  endeared  to  them  rather 
by  Its  loM  than  by  its  real  value.  They  conaiderod  themselves  as 
having  been  depnved  of  more  than  any  other  Italians  by  toe  disasters 
of  revolution.  They  lost  an  independent  sovereignty,  a  loss  for 
which  a  Lombardo  Venetian  kingdom,  whether  under  French  or 
Austria  protei^on,  or  even  as  a  state  standing  alone,  with  MUan  for 
ito  capital,  womd,  in  their  eyes,  be  no  compensation.  Indeed  the 
of  Milan  WM  never  courted;  subjection  to  her  would  not 
have  been  endured.  One  of  the  first  remarlu  of  a  very  influential 
Venice  in  reply  to  a  question  respecting  Milanese  society 
and  literature  was  of  this  kmd We  know  v^ttle  of  Milan  or 
of  her  squabbler  liter^  or  otherwise,  fortvmaUVg  for  ut."  Venice 
was  the  worid  of  the  Venetians.  A  friend,  speaking  to  me  of  the  old 

•“fc!  I?"  ^  “  those  days ;  the 

sqi^  of  St  Mark  quite  fuU;  the  coffee-houses  all  open  all  night; 
eight  theatres  in  constant  activity-a  man  of  fashion^roamed  from 


one  to  another  of  them  every  evening »  and  then,  to  crown  the  whole 
everything  ‘  k  si  bon  mercato.*  ”  “  Well,  but  your  aristocracy  ?**  “  Oh! 
the  gentil*  uomo  was  a  very  inoffensive,  gay  man,  kind  to  his  inferior^ 
he  never  quarrelled  except  with  a  nntleman.”  “  But  your  police 
was  always  very  b^.”  “We  did  not  want  police — we  were 
accustomed  to  do  without  them  at  Venice.”  “You  had  no  good 
roads  until  the  French  made  them  for  you.”  “  We  did  not  want 
roods;  we  never  travelled  farther  than  Brescia,  and  seldom  so  frr- 
we  hml  canals.”  “But  your  ^vemment  was,  surely,  as  bad  as 
possible?”  “No,  it  was  not,  it  was  very  miod:  moreover, ‘non 
conviene  embarrarsi  del  govemo,’”  he  add^,  “it  was  one  of 
Alberoni’s  pnyects  to  divide  the  Milanese  State^  and  give  one  half  to 
Venice,  the  other  to  Savoy ;  but  it  was  only  in  these  latter  days  of 
crime  and  injustice  that  it  was  imagined  possible  for  any  Italian  city 
to  become  the  metropolis  of  Venice.” 

The  horror  of  innovation  seems  to  have  been  the  characteristic  of 
the  Venetian  government,  as  well  as  of  the  people.  In  the  statutes 
of  the  Inquisition,  embodying  the  genius  of  the  nation,  we  find  it 
laid  down  : — “  If  an  orator  at  the  Great  Council  wander  from  his 
subject,  let  him  be  stopped  at  once  by  one  of  the  Ten.  If  he  contests 
that  authority,  suffer  him  to  continue  hii  harangue ;  but  arrest  him 
immediately  afterwards,  try  him  for  his  offence,  and  if  he  escapes 
from  that  trial,  put  him  to  death  secretly.” 

So  attached  were  the  Venetians  to  old  usages  that  up  to  the  last 
their  year  began  in  March,  and  consisted  of  eleven  months  of  thirty- 
three  days. 

We  may  quote  also  from  the  literary  matter  in  the  book  a 
note  upon  a  daring  forger.  The  question  to  be  decided  by 
bis  fraud  was  that  of  the  mutual  love  of  Tasso  and  the 
Princess  Leonora.  “  In  the  year  1834,”  Lord  Broughton 
writes, 

I  received  a  letter  from  the  late  Captain  Basil  Hall,  dated  25th  of 
November,  fi-cm  Gratz  in  Styria,  informing  me  that  a  certain  Count 
Alberti  had  discovered  in  the  Falconieri  library,  at  Rome,  a  manu¬ 
script  correspondence  between  Tasso  and  the  Princess  Leonora  of  Este, 
which,  if  published,  would  set  the  disputed  question  completely  at 
rest ;  and  adding  that,  as  the  owner  of  this  treasure  was  coming  to 
England,  he  witoed  me  to  become  acquainted  with  him,  in  order,  as 
he  was  pleased  to  say,  “  that  I  might  assist  him  in  advancing  the 
cause  of  letters,  and  of  truth,  and,  if  it  mi^ht  be  added,  of  true  love.” 
The  MSS.  had  marginal  notes  by  Guanni  upon  them.  I  heard  no 
more  of  this  Count  Alberti  until  toe  other  day  (1864),  when  I  was 
informed  that  in  the  very  year  mentioned  by  Captain  Ba^  HiJl,  1834, 
Alberti  was  arrested  at  Rome,  and  broiuht  before  a  military  tribunal, 
charged  with  having  stolen  certain  MSS.  of  Tasso  from  the  Falconieri 
library.  These  MSS.  had  formerly  belonged  to  Foppa,—  at  least  so 
said  Alberti, — who,  in  1666,  published  tto-ce  volumes  in  quarto  of 
Tasso’s  posthumous  works,  and  whose  collection  of  Tassoa  MSS. 
had  become,  by  inheritance,  the  property  of  the  Falconieri 
family.  Alberti  produced  a  declaration  of  Orazio  Falconieri, 
dated  June,  1825,  by  which  it  was  made  to  appear  that  Alberti  had 
bought  the  MSS.  of  this  Falconieri ;  but  it  was  afterwards  held  that 
this  declaration  was  a  forgery.  At  that  time,  however  (that  is, 
November.  183^  Alberti  was  acquitted  ;  and  in  1837  he  began  to 
publish  his  MS8^.,  illustrated  with  fac-similes,  notes,  and  portraits. 
Before  the  edition  was  completed,  he  was  accused  of  having  for^ 
the  MSS.  in  questio^  and  he  was  condemned  to  the  galleys.  Wmit 
has  become  of  him  since  1  have  inquired,  but  cannot  learn. 

Although  the  succeeding  note  upon  religion  in  the  city  of 
the  Pope  relates  to  a  pest  time,  reference  to  M.  Edmond 
Aboui’s  recent  annotations  upon  the  affairs  of  Rome  will 
show  that  the  date  of  the  extract  may  be  fairly  read  as  1859. 

I  make  no  allusion  to  the  doctrines  or  mysteries  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  faith,  when  I  say  that  what  is  called  relmon  is  at  Rome  a 
peut,  and  a  great  part,  of  the  business  of  life,  and  mixes  itself  up 
with  the  amusements,  and  the  most  different  actions,  of  all  classes, 
at  all  ages.  Oould  the  fear  of  God  and  the  prospects  of  eternity 
control  human  conduct,  the  Romans  ought  to  be  the  best  of  men. 
The  following  inscription  is,  or  ought  to  be,  found  placarded  on  the 
shutter  of  every  little  shop  :  “  Iddio  ci  vsdb — btbknita..”  Children 
play  at  church  processions,  with  crosses,  candles,  bells,  and  table¬ 
cloths  for  robes  ;  grown-up  folks,  looking  on,  cry  bravi,”  and  cross 
themselves  as  the  mimics  peas.  A  boy,  before  he  takes  a  leap,  crosses 
himself:  when  a  school  peuades  through  the  Coliseum,  all  the  pupils 
and  the  tutor  kiss  the  cross  in  the  middle  of  the  arena :  a  party,  after 
an  evening  walk,  finishes  with  a  prayer  in  a  church,  generalty  in  that 
church  which  happens  to  be  in  fashion  for  toe  season.  St  darlo  and 
St  Isidoro  were  in  vogue  in  1828,  and  their  contiguity  to  the  Corso 
gave  them  a  very  convenient  celehrity ;  but  the  true  devoticmal 
lounger  will  drop  into  a  dozen  churches  one  after  another,  and  many 
such  there  are  who  seem  to  have  no  other  occupation ;  even  a  poor 
servant-girl,  if  she  missos  mass  one  day,  will  hear  two  the  next.  A 
small  cba{>el  in  the  Via  San  Isidoro  is  supported  by  very  poor  people, 
who  like  to  have  a  mass  of  their  own,  said  by  a  priest  of  their  own, 
and  some  of  the  contributors  are  street  beggars.  A  Monsignore 
officiates  once  a  year,  to  give  a  sort  of  dignity  to  this  rag^  Initernity, 
who  are  not,  however,  without  their  spiritual  pride,  for  they  have 


Saviour,  which  they  intend  should  terminate  in  their  own  chapel ; 
but  the  monks,  whose  church  is  above,  contend  that  thii  would 
interfere  with  their  road  to  Calvary,  and  induce  their  worshippers  to 
stop  half  way  up  the  hill.  The  quarrel  is  before  the  Rota. 

It  is  computed  that  there  are  15,000  “  clerici  ”  in  Rome^,  and,  with 
such  a  government  and  such  a  people,  it  is  matter  of  surprise  that  the 
number  is  not  greater.  The  priesthood  have  not  only  the  consciences 
but  the  purses  of  the  fritofhl,  to  much  extent,  in  their  own  keeping. 
If  a  notary  fril  to  ask  a  person,  whose  will  he  is  making,  whether  he 
has  bequeathed  a  legacy  for  pious  uses,  he  is  suspended ;  and  in  any 
process  between  clergy  and  Imty,  the  most  jealous  care  is  taken  not 
to  give  the  victory,  “  dar  In  rm/o,”  to  the  latter. 

Even  the  number  of  the  idle  priests,  whose  preaching  has 
failed  to  teach  the  Roman  people  industry,  seems  to  have 
remained  nearly  stationary  ;  and  that  was  the  one  direction 
in  which,  under  Papal  rule,  progress  was  reasonably  to  be 
looked  for. 


The  Vicissitudes  of  Italy f  since  the  Congress  of  Vienna. 
By  A.  L.  V.  Grelton.  Routledge,  Wames,  and  Rout- 
ledge. 

This  is  a  short  and  well-written  account  of  Italy  since 
1815,  digested  chietiy  from  Gualterio’s  work  on  the  last 
revolution  and  Ranalli’s  histories,  with  reference  also  to 
other  contemporary  Italian  books,  pamphlets,  and  papers. 
The  compilation  has  been  made  with  manifest  good  faith 
and  intelligence ;  it  is  sufficiently  impartial,  and  not  at  all  ex¬ 
travagant  in  doctrine.  It  is  a  very  clear  summary  of  events 
in  Italy  since  the  last  settlement  of  Europe  by  the  treaty  of 
Vienna,  which  has  just  detail  enough  to  secure  the  reader’s 
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interest  without  maki^  an  exorbitant  demand  upon  hie  leisure, 
and  whereby  the  way  is  paved  to  a  full  comprehension  of  the 
present  aspect  of  affairs,  as  they  are  seen  from  the  Sardinian 
point  of  view.  The  book  ends  with  a  reference  to  the  often 
cited  words  of  the  King  of  Sardinia  to  his  Parliament,  “  We 
•*  are  not  insensible  to  the  cry  of  anguish  which  reaches  us 

from  so  many  parts  of  Italy,**  and  is  meant  to  show  the  sort 
of  knowledge  upon  which  he  based  that  sentence.  The  last 
forty-five  years  of  Sardinian  history,  u^ether  with  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  surrounding  States,  concise  accounts  of  the  careers 
of  the  Marquis  D’Azeglio,  Count  Cavour,  and  the  foremost 
men  whose  names  belong  to  the  political  history  of  Italy  in 
our  own  day,  are  included  in  the  narrative;  and  there  is  even 
some  new  matter.  When,  in  the  early  days  of  the  Crimean 
war,  the  renewal  of  the  debates  on  the  Law  of  Convents  in 
the  Sardinian  Parliament  produced  a  ministerial  crisis,  the 
King,  listless  and  melancholy,  was  yielding  to  the  clergy  who 
surrounded  him,  and  Count  Revel  was  sent  fbr.  The  letter  of 
appeal  from  D’Azeglio,  contained  in  the  succeeding  extract, 
is  now  for  the  first  time  printed  as  it  was  written  by  one  of 
bis  friends  from  memory,  after  repeated  perusal. 

At  this  juncture,  Azeglio  flew  to  the  aMistanoe  of  bis  former  col¬ 
leagues  and  the  salvation  of  the  country.  Immediately  upon  being 
apprised  of  what  had  taken  place,  he  hastened  to  the  palace,  and 
asked  an  audience.  Contrary  to  all  precedent  he  was  refused  admia- 
■ion.  Returning  a  second  time,  be  was  similarly  repulsed,  being 
told  that  the  Ki^,  abut  up  in  his  private  apartments,  had  expressly 
desired  he  was  not  to  be  intruded  upon.  Time  pressed :  he  hurriedly 
wrote  to  his  royal  master,  and  secured  the  immediate  transmission  of 
the  following  letter 

*‘Sire, — In  Spain  it  used  to  be  prohibited,  under  pain  of  death,  to 
touch  the  King.  There  was  one  whose  robe  caught  fire :  fto  one 
ventured  to  lay  bands  upon  him,  and  the  King  was  burnt  to  death. 
But  were  I  to  risk  my  head,  or  even  the  total  loss  of  your  Majesty’s 
favour,  I  would  think  myself  the  moat  vile  of  men  if,  in  a  moment 
like  this,  I  allowed  your  refusal  to  see  mo  to  deter  me  from  address¬ 
ing  you. 

“  Sire,  believe  in  your  old  and  faithful  servant,  who  in  your  service 
has  had  no  other  object  than  your  good,  your  fame,  and  the  welfare 
of  the  country :  I  say  it  with  tears  in  my  eyes,  and  kneeling  at  your 
feet :  do  not  proceed  further  in  the  road  you  have  taken.  It  is  yet 
time,  return  to  your  previous  one.  A  cabal  of  friars  has  succee^d 
in  one  day  in  destroying  the  work  of  your  reign,  in  agitating  the 
country,  undermining  the  Statute,  obscuring  your  name  for  honesty 
and  truth.  There  is  not  a  momentto  belosL  No  official  announcement 
has  as  yet  made  it  impossible  for  you  to  retract.  It  was  said  the  Crown 
desired  to  take  counsel  on  the  subject ,  let  the  Crown  say  that  these 
counsels  have  shown  the  proposed  conditions  to  be  inadmissible.  Let 
what  is  just  past  be  considered  as  if  it  had  never  been,  and  affairs 
will  resume  their  normal  and  constitutional  current  Piedmont  will 
suffer  everything  except  being  put  anew  under  the  priestly  yoke. 

“Witness  in  Spain  the  result  of  the  monkish  intrigues  to  bring  the 
Queen  to  sign  a  disgraceful  Concordat  To  what  has  it  reduced  her ! 
Similar  intrigues  p^uced  the  downfall  of  James  Stuart,  of  Charles 
X,  and  many  others.  Your  Majesty  knows  well  that  the  things 
which  I  predicted  have  come  to  pass.  Believe  me  this  is  not  a  ques-  I 
tion  of  relinon,  but  of  interest.  Amadeus  II  disputed  for  thirty 

Jears  with  ^me,  and  conquered  at  the  last  Be  firm,  and  your 
fajesty  will  likewise  conquer. 

“  Do  not  be  incensed  against  me.  This  act  of  mine  is  the  act  of  an 
honest  man,  of  a  faithful  subject,  and  of  a  true  friend. 

“29th  April,  1855.  (Signed)  Azeglio.” 

This  appeal  was  successful.  Cavour  was  again  summoned,  and 
the  country  breathed  freely.  It  would  have  b^n  easy  for  Azeglio, 
while  reaping  the  prestige  of  defeating  the  priestly  cabal,  to  have 
stepped  him^f  once  more  into  power.  But  without  a  thought 
excepting  his  King’s  honour  and  Piedmont’s  prosperity,  he  went  back 
to  his  writings  and  his  painting,  giving  an  example  of  nobleness  and 
self-oblivion  which  approaches  the  classic  type  of  genuine  patriotism. 

To  many  who  are  now  carefully  watching  the  course  of 
afiairs,  a  short  readable  and  fair  account  of  political  events 
in  Italy  since  1815  will  be  welcome,  as  a  means  of  giving 
more  precisiou  to  the  knowledge  upon  which  they  base 
whatever  opinions  they  may  be  led  to  form. 


Harry  Houghton ;  or  Reminiscences  of  a  Revenue  Officer.

There  is  a  genuine  picture  of  the  sort  of  life  known  to 
our  coast  guard  in  this  story,  of  which  the  great  merit  is 
the  freshness  of  its  character.  Attached  to  it  are  some  in- 
artistio  illustrations  by  the  author,  and  it  may  be  that  in 
the  teit  there  is  more  evidence  of  a  reality  of  purpose  in 
the  writer  than  of  his  artistic  power  to  give  show  of  truth  to 
his  conceptions.  He  draws  from  life,  and  it  is  from  a  life 
in  which  he  is  interested,  of  which  also  he  knows  much, 
while  there  is  probably  little  enough  known  about  it  by  his 
readers.  The  smugglers  of  romance  are  creatures  of  ro¬ 
mance.  The  well-to-do  tradesman  in  a  seaport  town  who 
is  making  haste  to  be  rich  by  help  of  a  few  runs  upon  the 
shore,  is  a  new  hero  for  the  novelist.  Of  the  ingenuity  of 
the  devices  in  which  men  of  this  kind,  tavern  keepers,  farm 
labourers,  and  able-bodied  rogues,  clever  or  brutal,  join  to 
evade  the  vigilance  of  the  revenue  officers,  we  have  all  heard 
some  stories.  Mr  Hexham  weaves  the  best  of  the  sort  that 
he  knows  into  the  thread  of  his  novel ;  and  while  he  gives  full 
credit  to  the  ingenuity  developed  by  this  manner  of  unlawful 
trading,  he  shows,  as  it  is  his  main  purpose  to  show,  its  de¬ 
moralising  character. 

Harry  Roughton  is  a  thriving  tradesman,  honoured  in 
his  town  and  happy  iu  his  home.  Tempted  by  hope  of 
following  a  neighbour  in  his  rapid  rise  to  wealth,  he  in¬ 
vests  money  in  a  smuggling  venture,  is  drawn  into  the 
baser  company  of  thuee  engaged  in  it,  is  compromised, 
compelled  to  surround  himself  by  an  outwork  of  false- 
hooa,  and  to  teach  arts  of  falsehood  even  to  his  good  little 
wife.  He  stakes  more  and  becomes  desperate  in  gambling ; 
shares  in  the  peril  and  excitement  of  a  run  of  tobacco  on  a 
very  large  scale.  The  home  of  which  be  bad  first  chilled  the 
happiness,  be  ends  by  ruining.  We  must  not  tell  the  whole 
plot  of  the  book.  The  author  is  too  good-natured  to  leave 


his  hero  in  despair,  but  he  does  not  part  with  him  until  be 
has  set  him  up  as  an  example  to  his  class,  has  shown  that 
though  there  is  such  a  thing  in  nature  as  a  corrupt  Revenue 
Officer,  there  is  a  central  point  of  justice  and  mercy  repre¬ 
sented  by  the  Commissioners  of  Customs,  about  whom  this 
portion  of  our  social  system  is  shown  to  be  steadily  revolving. 
Although  not  artfully,  the  persons  in  the  story  are  all  accu¬ 
rately  drawn.  The  author  appears  to  have  looked  to  his 
own  experience  of  life  for  persons  of  his  drama,  and  he  cer¬ 
tainly  has  held  fast  by  the  truth  in  sketching  them. 

Lectures  and  Essays  on  University  Subjects.  By  John  H. 

Newman,  D.D.,  of  the  Oratory.  Longman  and  Co. 

Of  course  we  do  not  see  the  world  from  Dr  Newman’s 
point  of  view.  We  by  no  means  wish  to  throw  so  much 
gloom  over  the  study  of  medicine  as  to  think  it  **  highly  ex- 
“  pedient  and  desirable,  in  a  country  like  this,  to  bring  tiie 

Faculty  of  Medicine  under  the  shadow  of  the  Catholic 
**  Church,”  and  we  deny  our  assent  to  not  a  few  other  opinions 
that  we  find  expressed  in  this  volume  of  lectures  and  papers 
contributed  by  Dr  Newman,  of  the  Oratory,  for  the  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  Catholic  University  of  Ireland.  But  Dr 
Newman  is  a  man  of  undoubted  ability,  and  has  a  power  to 
appreciate  great  things  in  art  and  literature,  while  he  is 
shrewd  iu  the  expression  of  his  social  or  religious  doctrines.  | 
Sometimes  there  is  a  grave  humour  in  his  way  of  writing.  In 
an  essay  on  elementary  studies,  which  reflects  upon  the 
common  substitute  of  superficial  knowledge  for  a  steady 
training  of  the  boys  who  come  up  to  the  Irish  University, 
we  have  an  amusing  caricature  of  a  preliminary  examination 
by  the  University  tutor,  with  the  boy’s  letter  to  his  father 
on  the  subject  of  it,  followed  by  the  father’s  expostulation 
with  the  tutor,  of  which  we  will  quote  the  last  paragraph  or 
two  and  the  enclosures. 

“  It  mortified  me,  I  confess,  to  hear  from  my  son,  that  you  did  not 
try  him  in  a  greater  number  of  subjects,  in  handling  which  he  would 
probably  have  changed  your  opinion  of  him.  He  has  a  good  memory, 
and  a  great  talent  for  history,  ancient  and  modem,  especially  con¬ 
stitutional  and  parliamentary ;  another  favourite  study  with  him  ig 
the  philosophy  of  history.  He  has  read  Pritchard’s  Physical  History, 
Cardinal  Wiseman’s  Lectures  on  Science,  Bacon’s  Advancement  of 
Learning,  Macaulay,  and  Hallam  :  I  never  met  with  a  faster  reader. 
I  have  let  him  attend,  in  England,  some  of  the  most  talented  lecturers 
in  chemistry,  geology,  and  comparative  anatomy,  and  he  sees  the 
QuarU'rly  Reviews  and  the  best  Magazines,  as  a  matter  of  course. 
Yet  on  these  matters  not  a  word  of  examination ! 

“  I  have  forgotten  to  mention,  he  has  a  very  pretty  idea  of  poetical 
composition  :  I  enclose  a  fragment  which  I  uve  found  on  his  table, 
as  well  as  one  of  his  prose  Emys. 

“  Allow  me,  as  a  warm  friend  of  your  undertaking,  to  suggest,  that 
the  substance  of  knowledge  is  far  more  valuable  than  its  technicalities; 
and  that  the  vigour  of  the  youthful  mind  is  but  wasted  on  barren 
learning,  and  its  ardour  is  quenched  in  dry  disquisition. 

“  I  have  the  honour  to  be,  Ac.” 

On  the  receipt  of  this  letter,  Mr  White  will  find,  to  his  dissatisfac¬ 
tion,  that  he  has  not  advanced  one  hair’s  breadth  in  brina^g  home  to 
Mr  Brown’s  father  the  real  state  of  the  case,  and  has  done  no  more 
^  than  present  himself  as  a  mark  for  certain  commonplaces,  very  true, 

:  but  very  inappropriate  to  the  matter  in  hand.  Filled  with  this  dis¬ 
appointing  thought,  for  a  while  he  will  not  inspect  the  inclosures  of 
Mr  Brown’s  letter,  being  his  son’s  attempts  at  composition.

“  Of  all  the  uncertain  and  capricious  powers  wbicn  nue  our  earuuy 
destiny,  fortune  is  the  chief.  Who  has  not  hraid  of  the  poor  being 
raised  and  the  rich  being  laid  low  ?  Alexander  the  Great  said  he 
envied  Diogenes  in  his  tub,  because  Diogenes  could  have  nothing 
less.  We  need  not  go  far  for  an  instance  of  fortune.  Who  was  so 
great  aa  Nicholas,  the  Czar  of  all  Uie  Russians,  a  year  ago,  and  now 
he  is  *  fallen,  fallen  from  his  high  estate,  without  a  friend  to  grace 
his  obse(iuies.’§  The  Tuiks  are  the  finest  specimen  of  the  human 
race,  yet  they  too  have  experienced  the  vicissitudes  of  fortune. 
Horace  says  that  we  should  wrap  ourselves  in  our  virtue  when 
fortune  changes.  Napoleon,  too,  shows  us  how  little  we  can  rely  on 
fortune ;  but  his  faults,  great  as  they  were,  are  being  redeemed  by 
his  nephew,  Louis  Napoleon,  who  has  shown  himself  very  different 
from  what  we  expected,  though  he  has  never  explain^  how  he 
came  to  swear  to  the  constitution,  and  then  mount^  the  imperial 
throne. 

”  From  all  this  it  appem  that  we  should  relv  on  fortime  only 
while  it  remains, — recollecting  the  words  of  the  thesu  '  Fortes  fortuna 
adjuvat ;’  and  that,  above  all,  we  ahould  ever  cultivate  those  virtues 
which  will  never  fail  us,  and  which  are  a  sure  basis  of  respectability, 
and  will  profit  us  here  and  hereafter.”

We  do  not  propose  to  review  these  reviewers.  Because 
Mr  Ruskin’s  pamphlet  of  ”  Notes  ”  has  many  readers,  there 
have  arisen  other  pamphleteers  who  undertake  to  guide  tlie 
public  through  the  annual  Exhibitions  of  our  several  Art 
Galleries.  There  are  so  many  visitors  who  are  glad  to  buy 
their  opinions  of  the  bookseller  or  newsvendor  that  a  real 
want  may  bo  supplied  by  these  new  publications.  In  fair¬ 
ness,  however,  to  MrRuskin,  his  peculiar  positiou  as  first  of 
the  annotators  should  be  fairly  understood.  We  may  quarrel 
as  we  please  with  him,  but  we  know  that  he  is  a  man  of 
genius.  He  has  studied  art  in  his  own  independent  way, 
and  has  in  his  time  done  it  some  substantial  service.  Certain 
views,  which  we  think  are  exaggerated  into  crotchets,  entitle 
him  to  rank  as  the  exponent  of  that  school  of  art  formed  by 
the  Preraphaelite  brethren.  Let  him  treat  as  be  may  the 
masters  and  the  pupils  in  that  school,  it  is  especially  of 
them  and  for  Uiem  that  he  writes  when  he  discusses 
pictures  of  the  day.  It  was  Mr  Ruskin’s  wish  to  ad¬ 
vance  what  he  considered  the  best  interests  of  art  by 
directing  public  notice  and  applause  towards  a  kind  of 
work  deficient  in  the  customary  elements  of  popularity. 
For  that  reason  he  planned  his  ”  Notes  on  the  Principal 
**  Pictures,”  and  if  they  have  not  tended  to  the  increase  of 
his  own  favour  in  the  sight  of  the  public,  they  have  certainly 
done  much  in  the  way  of  leading  or  misleading  public 
'  thought  in  the  required  direction.  Mr  Ruskin  never  really 
j  undertook  to  be  a  cicerone  to  the  sightseer,  and  in  that  he 
I  differs  from  his  present,  as  he  probably  will  differ  also  from 
all  future,  imitators. 

The  Story  of  the  Life  of  George  Stephenson,  Railway 
Engineer.

The  Life  of  Stephenson  contained  in  this  volume  includes 
every  biographical  detail  contained  in  the  larger  work,  and 
is  enriched  by  the  addition  of  forty  illustrative  woodcuts. 
The  sketch  of  the  origin  of  the  railway  system  has  been 
abridged,  the  remarks  on  modern  schools  of  engineering, 
and  some  matter  chiefly  interesting  to  the  engineer  alone, 
have  been  omitted,  and  the  work  has  been  throughout 
improved  by  condensation.  It  now  forms  a  cheap  and  hand¬ 
some  book,  narrating  in  sufficient  detail  a  life  of  which  the 
record  is  unusually  worthy  to  be  read  by  every  Englishman. 
Without  any  descent  into  puerility,  it  is  here  so  presented 
that  it  may  also  be  read  by  any  English  boy.  The  story  is 
one  worthy  to  be  known  by  thousands  for  the  great  material 
importance  of  the  record  it  contains,  but  it  has  also  a  noble 
lesson  in  it.  Being  now  issued  in  a  form  which  will  make 
it  accessible  by  men  of  humble  means  who  have  especial 
right  to  be  among  its  readers,  we  hope  that  iu  a  few  years 
there  will  be  no  lending  library  open  to  working  men  from 
which  the  Life  of  Stephenson  cannot  be  borrowed.

AUSTRIA. — The  Rbtirekbnt  of  Count  Buol.— Count  Rech- 
berg,  President  of  the  Federal  Diet  and  Austrian  Ambassador  at 
Fn^fort,  has  been  appointed  Minister  for  Foreign  Aflaiii  in  the 
place  of  Count  Buol  Schauenstein.  The  Pays  attributes  the  retire¬ 
ment  of  Count  Buol  to  the  growing  influence  of  the  war  party  in 
Vienna  represented  by  Boron  de  Hess  and  Count  de  Grunne.  It  ia  be¬ 
lieved  diat  Count  de  Buol  was  opposed  to  the  sending  of  the  ultima¬ 
tum  which  was  the  proximate  cause  of  the  present  war ;  and  it  ii 
asserted  that  the  Emperor  now  imputes  to  him  the  delay  which  pre¬ 
vented  the  Austrian  army  from  marching  upon  Turin  before  Ae 
French  arrived.  The  new  Minister,  Count  de  Rechberg-Rothen- 
loiven,  who  quits  the  presidency  of  the  Frankfort  Diet  to  take  the 
office,  was  ad  latm  to  Marshal  Radetaki  in  1848  as  civil  governor  of 
Lombardy,  a  poat  onalogoos  to  that  now  held  imder  General  Gyulai 
by  Baron  de  Bulberg.  The  Vienna  correspondent  of  the  limes 
makes  the  following  remarks  on  the  retirement  of  Count  Buol :  “  It 
is  not  likely  that  the  deposition  of  the  Austrian  Minister  will  produce 
any  great  senaation  in  l^glaod,  but  it  is  an  event  of  the  very  highest 
importance.  The  policy  of  Austria  is  about  to  undergo  a  complete 
change.  Count  Buol,  who  baa  a  very  strong  bias  in  favour  of  Eng¬ 
land,  was  so  deeply  impressed  with  the  conviction  that  what  was  b^ 
for  Austria,  Pruma,  and  Germany  was  also  bad  for  the  British  Em¬ 
pire,  that  he  confidently  believed  he  would  have  the  moral,  if  not  *he 
material,  support  of  her  Malay's  Government  should  this  ooimt^ 
be  involved  m  a  war  with  France.  Hie  assistance  which  Austria 
claimed  from  England  was,  that  she  should  declare  to  the  French 
Government  that  the  Adriatic  iMMst  be  considered  a  strictly  neutral 
sea.  As  Lord  Malmesbury  declined  to  do  this  the  enemies  of  Count 
Buol  made  a  violent  attack  on  him,  and  succeeded  in  persuading  the 
Court  that,  aa  nothing  was  to  be  expected,  or  even  hoped  from  Eng¬ 
land,  it  would  be  wise  to  make  peace  with  Eusaia-  At  the  moment 
Count  Buol  left  office  the  first  step  towards  a  reconciliation  was 
taken,  and  it  is  probable  that  a  g^  understanding  will  soon  be 
established  between  the  Austrian  and  Russian  empires.  If  filings 
should  progress  favourably  between  the  St  Petersburg  and  Vienna 
Governments,  we  shall  soon  see  the  Kreuz  Zeitung  party  in  power 
again  in  Pruwia,  and  when  that  is  the  case  the  re-estabUshment  of

According,  however,  to  advices  received,  this  ex¬ 
pectation  has  not  been  fulfilled,  and  therefmw,  in  the  nuan  tkoe,  and 
until  further  orders,  provisional  direefions  have  been  given  to  seioa 
Sardinian  vessels  in  Austrian  ports.”  The  Austrian  Government  has 
asked  for  a  Lombardo-Venetian  loan  of  76,000,000,  at  6  per  cent., 
payaUe  in  sflver.  The  loan  is  to  be  repayable  oIm  in  sUver,  and  fim 
prioe  of  issue  is  to  be  70.— -A  Vienna  l^ter  atatas  that  the  poblis 
are  every  day  expecting  the  official  announcement  of  a  change  in  the 
chief  command  in  the  army  of  Italy,  and  are  not  at  all  plMsed  that 
the  fate  of  the  anny  should  be  entrusted  to  General  Gyvloi,  when 
General  Hess  possesses  in  so  much  a  greater  d^ree  the  confidence  of 
the  nation.

The  attitude  and  spirit  of  the  army 
are  such  os  to  inspire  us  with  full  confidence,  whatever  the  future 
may  prodooe.  It  will  not,  whea  our  countty  oollo,  foil  short  of  &e 
deeds  and  fame  in  anna  of  our  fathers.  Prussia  ia  determined  to  main¬ 
tain  the  basis  of  European  public  right  and  the  balonoe  of  power  in 
Europe.  It  is  Prussia’s  ri^t  and  duty  to  stand  up  for  the  seonnty, 
the  protection,  and  the  national  interests  of  Oermaay,  and  eke  wiM 
not  rttign  Ike  meeertion  ef  tkeee,  ker  preregativee.  Pn^a  espeota  thtf 
all  the  German  Confederate  Powers  will  stand  firmly  by  her  aide  in 
the  fulfilment  of  that  mission,  and  tn^  that  her  readiness  to  defend 
the  common  fatherland  will  merit  their  confidence.”  The  Noid  says 
that  the  allusion  in  the  above  speech  to  allowing  no  power  to 
assume  the  defence  of  German  interests  refen  to  on  incident  in  tha 
previous  Thursday’s  sitting  of  the  Germanic  Diet.

THE  DEFENCE  OF  ALESSANDRIA. 

‘The  Ind^pendance  Beige  publishes  the  following  letter  from 
Alessandria,  dated  May  13:  ’’Alessandria  is  almost  entirely  in  the 
hands  of  the  French.  The  only  Piedmontese  here  belong  to  General 
Fanti’s  division  ;  the  others  are  at  Tortona  and  the  neighbourhood. 
A  few  days  since  there  were  no  less  than  70,000  men  in  Alessandria ; 
15, 000 left  the  day  before  yesterday  forValenza  and  Caaale.  An  attack 
upon  the  fortresses  was  not  expected,  consequently  troops  were  sent 
where  it  was  thought  their  services  might  be  requir^.  A  concentration 
of  troops  can  easily  take  place  by  railway.  Doubtless  Alessandria 
will  be  entrusted  to  a  strong  French  garruKin.  It  will  be  the  general 
depdt  of  the  army  and  hospitals.  There  is  a  telemphic  wire  to 
Monte  Gastello,  an  elevation  at  toe  other  side  the  Tanaro,  where  an 
observatory  haa  been  erected  which  commands  the  whole  valley  of 
the  Pa  From  this  point  toe  movements  of  the  Austrians  are  care¬ 
fully  watched.  Troops  continue  to  pour  in.  In  the  same  train  by 
which  I  came  were  two  squadrons  of  French  cavalry  which  had 
crossed  Mont  C4nis.  Marshal  Canrobert  has  his  head-quarters  here. 
General  Niel  left  for  Valenza  the  day  before  yesterday.  There  is  a 
continual  movement  here.  The  King  has  visited  Alessandria  three 
times  within  the  last  few  days.  He  left  the  other  night,  only  accom¬ 
panied  by  two  aides-de-camp.  Marshal  Canrobert  is  ornitinually 
visiting  him  at  his  head-quarters  at  San  Salvatore.  I  need  not  de¬ 
scribe  the  fortifications.  All  fortresses  bear  a  resemblance  to  each 
other.  Tlie  only  change  recently  made  is  a  curtain  which  connects 
all  the  detached  forts  with  each  other  and  with  the  Citadel.  Some  of 
the  streets  have  been  closed  at  each  end  and  covmred  in  with  canvas, 
to  make  stables  for  the  cavalry.  Huts  and  tents  have  been  erected  on 
every  available  spot  The  officers  are  quartered  in  private  houses ; 
all  the  public  establishments  have  been  tamed  into  barracks  or  store¬ 
houses.  liie  cathedral  has  been  made  the  pharmacy  of  the  army. 
The  streets  swarm  with  uniforms.  As  yet  not  a  gun  has  been  fir^ 
from  the  walls  of  Alessandria.  No  civilian  is  allowed  to  remain  here 
more  than  twenty-four  hours  without  permission.  The  railway  be¬ 
tween  Alessandria  and  Casale  is  chiefly  occupied  by  the  transport  of 
troops.  Great  preparations  are  being  made  to  receive  the  Emperor. 
A  court-martial  is  now  sitting  on  the  Chevalier  Prasca  di  Casale, 
accused  of  having  given  information  to  the  Austrians.  He  is  a  cousin 
of  the  minister  Gadoma.  An  Austrian  officer  was  arreeted  last  night 
in  one  of  the  hotels  as  a  spy.  An  actress  who  had  known  him  at 
Milan  recognised  him  and  pointed  him  out  to  the  authorities,  while 
he  was  conversing  with  a  French  officer.  I  have  just  visited  the 
Citadel.  I  need  not  say  that  I  am  bound  not  to  give  any  information 
respecting  it.”  ,

On  the  other  hand, 
with  the  occupation  of  ^bbio,  he  could  have  equally  descended  into 
the  vtdley  of  the  Trebbia  if  his  oentre  of  Piacenza  had  been  menaced. 
The  movement  of  the  Austrian  general-in-chief  on  Bobbio  was  almost 
simultaneous  with  the  advance  on  Stradella,  Broni,  Garteggio,  Casa- 
tisma,  Argine,  and  Mezzana  Corti.  A  glance  at  the  map  wUl  show 
you  that  the  three  first-mentioned  villages  are  in  direct  communica¬ 
tion  with  the  entrenched  Austrian  camp  of  Piacenza,  and  the  last 
with  Gravellone  and  Pavia.  The  camp  of  Piacenza  has  been  manned 
with  200  heavy  guns,  and  it  is  there  that  General  Gyulai  awaits  the 
first  attack  of  the  united  forces.  These,  of  course,  are  all  mere 
conjectures  ;  but,  as  I  told  you,  people  here  of  mark  and  likelihood 
share  almost  to  a  man  this  opinion.  At  the  extreme  left  of  the  Pied¬ 
montese  lines  nothing  of  note  has  occurred  since  my  last  letter.  A 
second  reconnaUsance  en  force  has  been  made  by  the  Sardinians  on 
the  Vercelli  road,  marching  as  far  as  the  Cascine  di  Strk.  The  Aus¬ 
trians  did  not  stir  from  their  positions,  nor  did  they  answer  to  the 
vigorous  fire  of  their  brave  assailants.” 

A  Paris  communication  from  Alessandria  states  that  it  has  been 
resolved,  in  order  to  secure  unity  in  the  strategical  movements,  to 
unite  the  troops  of  the  two  allied  nations,  each  eorp$  S arm^e,  upder 
the  command  of  a  marshal  of  France,  to  be  composed  of  three  French 
divisions  and  one  Sardinian.

THE  AUSTRIAN  ARMY  IN  PIEDMONT. 

The  only  detailed  account  which  has  yet  appear^  of  the  movements 
of  the  Austrian  army  since  it  crossed  the  Ticino,  is  given  by  a  Special 
(but  by  no  means  impartial)  Correspondent  of  tiie  Tim^  who  writes 
from  the  Austrian  head-quarters  at  Mortara,  on  the  10th  • 

”  The  first  Austrian  troops  crossed  the  Ticino  on  the  29th  of  April, 
five  daya  after  the  French  had  passed  the  western  frontier  of  Sardinia. 
A  brigade  of  the  6th  corps,  under  General  Festotics,  led  the  way.  It 
crossed  at  Pavia,  and  pushed  on  the  same  day  through  Garuijco  to  the 
Terdoppio  river,  followed  by  the  entire  3rd  under  Pnnee 

Schwsrzenberg,  to  Gropello.  *1110  7th  corps,  under  Baron  Zobel,  had 
come  up  from  Bergamo  and  Brescia  to  Rho,  intendii^  to  cross  the 
Ticino  further  north,  then  made  a  demonstration  at  Buffalor^  and^

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8th  Mid  2“^  ou'iti  left.  The  line  wee  craduallj  tdnoced  end  ex- 
tanded  in  this  order  until  the  8th,  when  the  heed-qnertert  of  the  Com- 
niender-in-Chief,  •  Oenerel  Ojulei,  were  et  Yeroelli,  end  the  whole 
eountrj  north  of  the  Po,  ei  fer  ee  Bielle  end  Greglie  on  the  north' 
^eeti  end  the  Dore  B^tee  on  the  weet,  wee  oocupied  by  the  Austriene 
almoet  without  <mpoeition.  The  Piedmonteee  dug  trenohee  eoroes  end 
othMTwiee  injoied  the  roede,  end  pieced  betteriee  to  defend  them,  but 
did  not  do  eo.  At  ^Yeroelli  they  mined  the  megnifioent  reilwey 
bridge  ecroee  the  Seeie,  but  the  Austriene  diecoTered  end  withdrew  the 
gunwwder.  This  non-resistence  is  rery  remerkable,  for  the  neture 
of  me  country  is  such  thet  the  edrenoe  of  en  ermy  cen  be  most 
eesfly  iespeded.^  The  roeds  ere  in  most  ceses  ertiflcielly  reised,  the 
fields  on  eeoh  side  being  deed  flet  end  kept  under  weter  for  the  culti- 
Tetion  of  rioe,  besides  which  numerous  cenels  et  sererel  different 
lerels  cross  eech  other  in  erery  oonoeiTeble  wey.  The  chief  opposi¬ 
tion  occurred  et  Yelenee,  where  there  were  two  fine  Inridges  ecioes  the 
Po.  Hie  one  the  Piedmonteee  bed  themselTes  destroyed,  end  the 
other  the  Austriens  determined  to  destroy  for  them ;  so,  on  the  3rd 
and  4th  they  m^e  met  demonstretions  es  if  to  cross  the  rirer,  both 
there  end  opnoeite  Fressinetto,  end  suooeeded  in  mining  the  bridge. 
On  the  4th  eJso  Oenerel  Benedek,  the  enemy’s  ettention  being  drewn 
to  the  eboye-nemed  points,  suooeeded  in  crossing  the  Po  et 
Cornele,  with  40,000  ^  men,  on  e  bridge  constructed  by  the  En¬ 
gine^  e  owns  which  in  Anstrie  hss  reeched  e  wonderful  degree  of 
effioiMiOT.  He  pushed  on  to  Yc^here  end  reconnoitred  Tortone  with 
e  poweriul  detecnment.  In  retiring  he  blew  up  the  reilwey  bridge 
of  PontecuTone,  which  must  be  e  serioxu  blow  to  the  ellies.  In  the 
night  of  the  4th  to  the  5th  the  Po  rose  fifteen  feet,  end  destroyed  Gen. 
Benedek’s  bridge  orer  the  Po,  thus  isoleting  him  entirely.  In  twenty- 
four  hours,  howerer,  enother  bridge  wes  constructed,  orer  which  he 
retired  on  the  6th,  cerrying  off  rest  stores  of  breed,  tobeoco,  selt,  rioe, 
meel,  corn,  hey,  &c.  from  Yoghere.  At  Yslenze  the  unparalleled 
rise  of  the  Po  filled  the  first  mines  formed,  and  it  was 
not  till  the  8th  of  May  thet  the  bridge  was  destroyed.  At 

Fressmetto  the  intended  deception  wes  completely  sucoe^iil.  Quan-  i 
titles  of  boards,  Ac.,  were  ordered  with  great  ostentation  at  Cendia, 
and  some  hundreds  of  labourers.  On  tme  3rd  of  May  some  Lancers  I 
led  the  wey  across  e  ford  of  the  Seeie  to  an  island  between  that  river 
and  the  Po.  Four  companies  of  Grenadiers  followed  and  half  a  rocket  i 
battery,  the  whole  under  Colonel  Puebner.  The  island  is  thickly  | 
coverM  with  brushwood,  so  the  smallness  of  their  number  wssj 
oonoeeled  from  the  enemy,  who  opened  a  heavy  fire  from  the  southern 
bank  of  the  Po.  This  was  answered  by  ^e  rodeet  battery  and  the  j 
Grenadiets,  who  extended  themselves  along  the  bank.  As  the! 
Piedmontese  fancy  they  did  much  mischief  that  day,  a  few  accurate 
figures  may  be  usefiu.  The  Austriens  lost  on  the  3rd,  before 
midnight,  one  men  killed  end  eight  wounded :  of  the  latter,  one  has 
since  cUed.  At  night  Captain  Dwyer,  en  Irishmen,  led  over  enother 
battalion  to  the  island,  end  e  noise  of  hammering  wes  kept  up  till 
morning,  as  if  bribes  for  the  pass^mie  of  a  large  ermy  were  being 
constructed.  During  the  entire  night  the  loss  to  the  Austrians  was 
only  three  men  wounded.  Here,  too,  the  rapid  rise  of  the  Sesin, 
which  took  place  e  few  boors  before  thet  of  the  Po,  nearly  caused  a 
loM,  but  happily  the  whole  force  was  withdrawn  in  safety,  owing  to 
1A»  voluntary  OMrtiona  of  the  PiedmofUeu  labourert,  who  saved  many 
drowning  men.  This  circumstance  clearly  proves  how  untrue  ere 
the  statements  made  about  the  animosity  of  the  Italians  against  the 
Austrians.  I  have  myself  been  only  three  days  in  Piedmont  on  this 
occasioiL  but  I  have  already  ridden  140  miles,  and  stopped  et  nearly 
ev^  TUlege,  end  to  en  Englishman  the  natives  would  not  conceal 
their  feelings.  I  cen  assure  you  thet  their  anger  is  ell  eMinst  their 
own  Government,  not  for  this  war  merely,  but  for  the  whole  policy 
of  overloading  them  with  taxes,  such  es  our  exploded  window-tax  and 
a  tax  on  carriages,  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  up  en  ermy  beyond  the 
wants  of  the  country.  I  speak  of  the  peasantry.  The  burghers  end 
lawyers  may  Uiink  differently.  Yesterday  most  of  the  troops  were 
withdrawn  to  the  east  of  the  Seeie,  and  the  heed-quarters  moved  to 
Kortere  this  morning  Not  knowing  that,  I  rode  to  Yeroelli,  end 
had  to  return.  The  Piedmonteee  rec(»inoitred  Yercelli  in  the  after¬ 
noon,  end  some  skirmishing  took  place,  but  to  the  west  of  the  town. 
The  timing  of  the  reconnaissance  proves  bow  well  informed  the 
Yeroelli  people  kept  their  friends  of  the  Austrian  movements.  The 
bead  men  of  Yeroelli  were  equally  aware  of  the  approaching  recon¬ 
naissance,  and  threw  every  possible  difficulty  in  the  way  of  finding 
horses  and  carts  for  the  transport  of  baggage,  forage,  Ac.,  for  the 
troops,  hoping  to  cause  a  delay.  The  Austrians  bore  t^  very 
patiratly.  1  must  postpone  till  to-morrow  or  next  day  some  anecdotes 
of  the  campaign.  One,  however,  I  must  relate  now,  to  prove  to  you 
how  little  the  Piedmontese  people  like  this  war.  When  ^e  Austrians 
arrived  at  a  certain  town,  which  I  must  not  name,  the  inhabitants 
reproached  them  much  for  not  coming  a  fortnight  sooner.  Expecting 
ftiem,  they  said,  they  had  made  every  excuse  to  delay  providing  their 
quota  of  the  reserve  of  the  army,  and  bad  the  Austnans  arrived  they 
mi{^t  have  eoo^>ed  sending  it  at  all.  By  the  way,  the  Piedmontese 
have  carried  fM  nearly  all  the  horses  and  provisions  from  this  part  of 
the  country.  At  Stroppiana  they  even  carried  off  the  women  to  work 
at  Caaale.  The  Austrians  sent  provisions  for  the  starving  inhabitants 
left -there.” 

AUSTRIAN  TACTICS. 

A  correspondent  of  the  Si4cle  writes  as  follows  frt)m  Turin,  under 
date  of  May  14 :  **  Gyulai’s  army,  forced  to  retreat,  is  falling  back  on 
three  different  points,  Novara,  Pavia,  and  Piacenza ;  on  this  last  town 
by  Stradella.  Already  a  part  of  the  siege  artillery,  a  regiment  of  in¬ 
fantry,  and  a  detachment  of  chasseurs  have  been  signall^.  In  effect¬ 
ing  this  retreat  some  repassed  the  Gravellona,  in  the  direction  of 
Casale-Pusteriengo,  between  Lodi  and  Piacenza;  others  went  through 
Broni,  and  after  crossing  the  bridge  of  La  Stella,  turned  towai^ 
Strad^a.  As  to  the  bulk  of  the  army,  it  is  still  in  Piedmont,  but 
they  are  concentrating  it  on  the  line  of  operations  so  as,  in  case  of  a 
che(A,  to  be  able  to  form  a  junction  wim  tbe  troops  in  Lombardy. 
The  ground  along  part  of  tbe  Gravellona,  and  at  Codalunza,  Porti- 
ghetto,  and  Batelia,  is  bristling  with  fortifications,  and  whilst  on  other 

Ets  they  are  making  bridges,  throwing  up  batteries,  and  re-esta- 
dng  communications,  Gyulai  is  reinforcing  his  troops  on  the  road 
to  Piacenza.  As  to  the  troops  recently  collected  they  are  conoontra^ 
between  Mortars,  Palestra,  and  Robbio.  Of  course  the  bridges  which 
have  been  thrown  over  tbe  Sesia,  near  Palestra,  have  been  removed. 
The  eighty-six  guns  which  were  at  Yercelli  have  been  placed  in  con¬ 
centric  batteries  on  an  eminence  commanding  Novara,  on  which 
stands  the  village  of  Bicocca,  the  scene  of  the  principal  incident  of  tbe 
memorable  batSe  of  1 849.  'This  position  between  Novara  and  Magenfo 
will  serve  Gyulai  as  a  point  d'appui  for  the  right  wing  of  his  army  in 
case  of  retreat  Tbe  extraordin^  works  in  progress  ^ere  seem  to 
justify  that  conclnsion.  Between  €h^;liate  and  tbe  Ticino  thousands 
of  peasants  are  compelled  to  work  in  digging  deep  ditches  ud  throw¬ 
ing  up  epaulments.  Preparations  are  also  being  made  in  case  of 
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th«  Ust  deepatches,  which  state  that  the  Austrian  troops  ve  oon^* 
trating  between  Novara  and  Piacenza,  and  fortifying  their  positions 
between  the  Gravellona  and  the  Po.  In  this  case,  if  su(ffi  be  the 
tactics  of  Gyulai,  the  left  wing  will  rest  on  the  Po,  as  the  right  does 
on  Novara.  The  Austrians  have  established  a  telenaph  wire,  about 
*ix  feet  from  the  ground,  between  Novara  and  Milan.  To  afford 
fiTMter  facilities  for  the  entrance  of  the  soldiers,  two  bridges  have 
also  been  made  near  Yigevana  and  Motta-YiscontL  On  tlm  bridge 
of  Da  Stella,  more  important  defonoes  have  been  prepared  in  tbe  shape 
of  six  small  foprts,  which  will  be  guarded  by  outposts  placed  at  San 


Cy^iano  and  Giezolo.  Nothing  positive  is  known  m  to  the  motive 
of  thu  change  in  the  movement  of  the  Austrian  troops.  I  can  affirm 
M  cer^D,  however,  that  the  Austrians  came  to  Ywcelli,  with  the 
determination  to  march  to  Turin,  immediately  after  installing  their 
head-quarters  there.  With  that  view  they  came  in  great  force,  pre- 
or  followed,  I  cannot  say  which,  by  eighty  pieces  of  cannon. 

It  was  night,  they  placed  their  guns  in  the  meadows  near  Yercelli. 
The  next  morning  the  alert  was  given,  and  all  the  men  were  soon 
undw  arms.  The  canse  of  alert  was  that  the  waters  were  gradually 
covermg  ^e  plain  and  the  roads,  and  with  them  the  pieces  of  cannon. 
In  vain  did  they  rage  and  storm,  there  was  no  alternative  but  to  im¬ 
mediately  remove  the  guns  and  place  them  elsewhere ;  but  the 
soldiers  were  soon  tired  out  and  the  horses  knocked  up.  They  then 
made  a;requisition  of  hundreds  of  hands  to  help  them.  God  knows 
what  means  they  employed  to  make  the  poor  pecMants  work !  At 
last,  about  nightfall,  the  task  was  completed,  and  the  ghns  were 
removed  to  belund  Yeroelli.  They  had  not  been  there  an  hour  when 
the  meadows  were  cevored  with  water,  and  soon  attained  a  depth  of 
three  feet  The  same  operation  had  to  be  again  performed  under 
greater  difficulties  .than  before,  and  the  next  day  the  enemy  proceeded 
with  all  haste  towards  Ivrea.” 


THE  CONDUCT  OF  THE  AUSTRIANS  IN  PIEDMONT. 

In  a  second  letter  from  Mortara,  dated  the  12th.  the  Correspond¬ 
ent  of  the  Times,  whose  bias  was  already  sufficiently  apparent 
writes  as  follows :  1  see  a  Turin  paper  asserts  that  Novara  was 

threatened  with  a  general  massacre  by  the  Austrians  in  default  of 
certain  contributions.  I  can  assure  you  that  the  orders  to  treat  the 
inhabitants  well  are  peremptory,  and  that  they  are  obeyed  willingly. 
Indeed  the  conduct  of  the  natives  is  such  as  to  secure  good  treatment 
even  from  a  leas  good-natured  fellow  than  the  Austrian  soldier  cer¬ 
tainly  is.  Most  probably  tho  bearing  of  the  soldiery  toward  the 
population  induces  the  reciprocal  go^  feeling.  As  an  example  of 
the  high  state  of  discipline  in  the  Austrian  army,  I  may  mention  that 
General  Benedek  had  two  men  shot  for  stealing  property  worth  only 
a  few  francs.  From  other  sources  you  may  hear  different  accounts, 
as  twenty  or  thirty  imitatioiu  of  Austrian  uniforms  were  captured  at 
Novara.  They  had  been  made  by  certain  parties,  for  the  purpose  of 
committing  robberies  and  atrocities,  and  of  throwing  tbe  odium  on 
the  Austrians.  The  same  may  have  been  done  elsewhere.  I  men¬ 
tioned  in  my  last  letter  that  the  people  of  Piedmont  were  not  in  favour 
of  this  war.  So  far  from  it  are  they,  that  nothing  would  be  easier 
than  to  raise  tbe  population  of  this  part  of  tbe  country  against  the 
government  Count  Cavour  is  detested.  As  for  tbe  King  they  say 
‘  egU  non  e  re  they  consider  him  a  mere  puppet  of  Cavour’s.  The 
entire  power,  they  say,  is  in  the  hands  of  agitators  principally  from 
Milan.  •  *  *  *  •  Now  there  is  another  point  on  which  I 

wish  to  undeceive  the  British  public.  The  Lombard  regiments  in  the 
Austrian  service  are  generally  represented  as  untrustworthy.  I 
came  out  with  this  idea,  and  fancied,  as  others  in  England  do,  that  all 
the  Italian  rc^ments  were  in  Hungary  or  Galicia,  and  that  all  the 
nation  would  be  distrusted.  I  find,  on  the  contrary,  that  nine  out  of 
ten  posts  of  especial  confidence  are  filled  by  Italians.  Clerks,  order¬ 
lies,  gendarmerie,  pass  examiners,  police  officers,  both  inferior  and 
superior,  all,  or  nearly  all,  are  Italian.  Besides  these,  tlKre  are 
fully  20,000  Italian  troops  now  with  this  army  in  Piedmont,  and  not 
one  of  them  is  suspected  of  preferring  tbe  government  of  France  or 
Piedmont  to  that  of  Austria.  The  fact  seems  to  be,  that  tbe  hatred  of 
Austria  is  confined  to  the  class  which  pays  substitutes  and  does  not 
enter  the  army  itself.  *  *  *  •  *  •  « 

I  must  conclude  this  letter,  but  cannot  do  so  without  first  acknow¬ 
ledging  tho  extremely  hospitable  reception  I  have  met  with  here. 
Nothing  can  exceed  the  kindness  shown  me  by  all  I  meet,  from  the 
Commander-in-Chief  downwards. 

The  following  is  a  set  off  to  tbe  above :  It  is  my  painful  duty”(says 
the  Daily  News  Correspondent)  “  to  dwell  again  on  the  atrocities  which 
marie  tbe  occupation  of  the  Austrian  army  in  Piedmont.  I  have  seen  a 
poor  fellow  who,  together  with  twenty  of  his  countrymen,  has  been 
wounded  by  Piedmontese  bullets  under  the  following  circumstances. 
An  Anstrian  colonel  was  ordered  by  General  Zobel  to  make  a  recon¬ 
naissance  near  Tortona.  He  was  instructed  to  get  hold  of  some 
twenty  Piedmontese  peasan^  and  make  them  march  in  ^nt  of  his 
columns  in  order  to  screen  his  movements.  Threatened  by  the  enemy 
the  Piedmontese  were'  in  the  painful  position  of  opening  their  fire 
against  tbe  poor  fellows,  who  fell  uttering  the  cry  of  ‘  Bravi,  Yiva 
I’ltalia.’  This  fiset,  which  I  am  able  to  state  on  a  very  good  authority, 
became  I  taw  one^  of  the  victims  myself  speaks  volumes,  and  needs  no 
comment.  Engluh  people  shall  judge.”  The  Milan  Gazette  pub¬ 
lishes  two  bulletins,  one  dated  Yercelli,  9th,  and  the  other  Mortara, 
11th.  They  are  curiosities  in  their  way,  as  may  be  seen  from  tbe 
following  extracts : — “  Although  the  Austrian  army  is  ready  to  attack 
the  enemy  on  all  sides,  the  latter  has  not  had  tbe  courage  to  accept 
the  challenge.  *  «  •  The  Piedmonteee  have  plundered  tbe  poor 

inhabitants  of  Stroppiano.  «  «  »  The  Piedmonteee  have  not 

thought  proper  to  defend  Yeroelli.  an  important  town  on  account  of 
its  ex^llent  military  position.  The  inhabitants  have  hastened  to 
provision  our  troops  without  a  murmur  on  tbeir  part,  and  arithout  a 
menace  on  the  part  of  our  soldiers.  •  •  »  Let  us  state  the  fol¬ 

lowing  remarkable  fact : — “  An  Anstrian  army  enters  Piedmont,  and 
the  people  give  it  a  favourable  reception  ;  tbe  Cavour  government 
calls  the  armies  of  France  to  its  aid,  and  the  country,  instead  of  yield¬ 
ing  to  the  pressure  of  force,  receives  us  like  friers  and  brothers. 
♦  ♦  •  Captain  Biackey,  an  ]^glish  colonel  («c),  has  arrived  at 
our  head-quarters  at  Mortara.  wants  to  share  ^e  fate  of  tbe 
Italian  campaign  with  the  Austrian  army.” 

The  Turin  correspondent  of  the  Times  also  tells  a  different  story 
from  him  of  Mortara.  He  writes  on  the  15th :  **  At  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  a  war  between  two  nations  that  had  long  nurtured  such  senti¬ 
ments  of  mutual  hatred  and  contempt  as  those  which  exist  between 
Austrians  and  Italians  a  seeker  after  truth  could  not  be  too  much  on 
his  guard  against  certain  exaggerations  likely  to  be  circulated,  and 
especially  against  those  relating  to  the  conduct  of  tbe  invading  army 
with  respect  to  the  defenceless  people  they  came  among.  I  therefore 
received  with  mistrust,  and  abstained  from  repeating,  rumours  that 
reached  me  more  than  once  during  the  last  fortnight,  of  outrages 
committed  by  the  invaders.  It  was  notorious  that  tlwy  were  making 
heavy  requisitions — in  some  cases  demanding  more  than  tbe  towns 
and  villages  bad  to  give — and  ic  seemed  equally  certain  that  tbev  had 
arrested  and  roughly  treated  one  or  two  mayors,  who  had  not  shown 
sufficient  alacrity  in  supplying  what  they  probably  had  not  got  Not¬ 
withstanding  tbe  mendacious  assertions  of  an  Austrian  paper,  it  was 
well  known  that  no  payment  was  made  or  offered  for  the  provisioos 
and  forage  extorted ;  in  fact  that  the  Austrians  were  stripping  tbe  pro¬ 
vinces  they  occupied.  But  now  information  has  come  which,  I  fear, 
scarcely  leaves  room  for  a  doubt  t^t  their  proceedings  have  been 
worse  than  has  yet  been  publicly  known.  Their  exactions  have  been 
carried  to  a  barbarous  extent,  a^  when  they  quit  the  country  they 
will  leave  whole  districta  nearly  ruined.  At  one  town,  it  is  stated, 
tbeir  demands  were  so  exorbitant  tl^t  ^e  authorities,  to  save  them¬ 
selves  from  the  menaced  penalties,  were  obliged  to  send  to  Pavia  to 
purchase  the  things  requited.  One  or  two  horrible  stories  of  violence 
offered  to  families  of  women,  of  daughters  outraged  in  presence  of 
their  parents,  have  also  reached  me  from  sources  which  induce  me  to 
believe  them  but  too  authentic.” 

From  other  sources  we  derive  aooountsof  Austrian  atrocities  which 
are  strongly  attested.  At  Tortona  (we  read  in  the  Turn  cor¬ 
respondence  of  Le  Nord)  the  pUlam  by  the  Uhlans  has  been  in  every 
way  wcarthj  of  the  soldiers  of  Attua.  The  shops  have  been  broken 


into  and  rified,  and  the  Croats  have  carried  off  all  tbe  cattle  they 
could  find.  At  Ivrea,  in  the  evening,  theee  Yandals  marched  bowling 
through  tbe  stmts,  and  fired  off  their  muskets  at  the  doors  and  win¬ 
dows.  The  Bishop  has  had  a  ransom  of  15,000  francs  imposed  on 
him ;  some  say  of  35,000  francs.  The  officers  regard  all  the  actions 
of  their  men  with  the  utmost  indifference.  At  Castelnovo,  Scrivia, 
Yigazzolo,  and  Pontecurone  the  same  exactions  and  the  same  acts  of 
vandalism  have  been  perpetrated.  Doubtless  it  is  to  chronicle  theee 
honourable  successes  that  the  Austrian  Gazette  publishes  tbe  fol¬ 
lowing  :  “  Our  troops  ore  highly  satisfied  with  t^  reception  t^ 
have  met  with  from  the  Piedmontese  people.  At  the  same  time  how 
admirable  and  exemplary  is  the  discipline  of  our  army.” 

A  letter  in  the  Presse  bears  out  tbe  statements  above  quoted,  and 
the  Paris  correspondent  of  the  Globe  writes  as  follows:  ” Every 
fresh  account  from  the  ill-fated  territorv  trod^  by  the  Croats  brirm 
tidings  of  ravage,  robbery,  rape,  and  wholesale  desolation,  'rae 
whole  of  the  liomellino  province,  up  to  the  1st  of  May,  1859,  tbe 
most  productive  and  thnving  of  Piedmont,  when  cleared  of  these 
hmdes  will  remain  a  blighted  wilderness.  The  tract  of  land  brt  ween 
the  Sesia  and  Ticino  contained  300,000  peaceful  inhabitants  now 
utteriy  ruined.  Their  food  and  substance  have  been  coiuumed  or 
wantonly  destroyed  bv  an  inroad  of  120,000  banditti,  and  Gyulai 
openly  boasts  of  the  cheap  process  he  has  hit  on  for  keeping  up  his 
troops  in  Italy  without  P^T  of  commissariat  Supplies  have  even 
been  forward^  over  tbe  Ticino  to  Lombardy,  and  the  people’s 
waggons  and  carts  have  been  put  in  requisition  for  this  export  of 
plunder.”  And  again,  the  Daily  News’  correspondent  confirms  these 
accounts :  ”  I  told  you  that  I  would  make  some  inouiries  about  tbe 
atrocities  perpetrated  by  tbe  Austrians  at  Tortona,  Novara,  and  Yer¬ 
celli.  I  am  now  in  a  position  to  state  that  both  officers  and  soldiers 
behaved  cruelly  towards  the  people  of  the  towns  and  villages  they 
have  invaded.  I  am  assured,  on  very  good  authority,  that  at  Tor¬ 
tona,  after  having  ordered  50,000  rations,  they  began  to  plunder  the 
shops  and  houses.  Tbe  shop  of  a  milliner,  Teresa  Scotti,  and  that  of 
a  Signor  Gallarati,  were  tbe  first,  and  others  followed.  A  band  of 
drunken  Croats  went  to  tbe  farm-house  of  a  Signor  Staffano, '  and 
coramcnoed  plundering  everything,  insultiug  in  a  shameful  manner 
women  and  children.  At  Castclnuovo-Suriria,  Yiguzzuln,  and  Pon- 
tecuronc,  they  committed  the  same  excesses,  without  being  checked 
by  tbe  general  officers  who  were  there.  The  bastinado  was  ad- 
ministei^,  by  order  of  General  Gyulai,  to  the  mayor  of  a  small  vil¬ 
lage  near  Novara.  Tbs  only  reason  of  this  barliarnus  act  WM  that 
the  mayor  could  not  get  in  proper  time  the  requisitions  whu-h  bad 
been  ordered.  I  cannot  pollute  the  columns  of  your  paper  by  re¬ 
lating  all  the  acts  of  shameleas  cruelty  pwpetrated  by  these  Sclavonic 
and  German  barbsurians.  The  pen  mu  its  aslf-respect,  and  these  are 
atrocities  which  decency  will  not  permit  ms  to  relate.”  A  letter  firom 
Turin,  in  tbe  Independence  of  Brussels,  says: — “The  damage 
alreadv  caused  by  the  Austrians  is  estimated  at  more  than  100  millions. 
They  have  not  only  made  enormous  requisittons,  but  have  cut  down 
trees,  principally  mulberries,  burnt  and  blown  up  bridMs,  destroyed 
railways,  and  sacked  country  houses  and  farm  building  Count 
Cavour,  who  has  a  neat  part  of  his  property  in  tbe  provinces  where 
those  ravages  have  been  committed,  will  be  a  severe  sufferer.  ^  T^e 
Piedmontese  people  have  conducted  themselves  with  much  dimity 
and  firmneu,  not  excepting  the  clergy,  towards  whom  the  LiMral 
party  felt  a  certain  degree  of  mistrust  The  Austrians  could  neither 
find  a  spy,  assistance,  nor  information  among  the  Piedmonteu.” 

INCIDENTS  OF  THE  WAR. 

A  Turin  oorrespondent  writes :  “  This  afternoon  I  was  at  the 

bankers  N - .  While  waiting  there  I  fell  into  conversation  with 

the  Marcbese  O - 0 - ,  who  told  me  tbe  following  :  On  Satur¬ 

day  be  (Uie  marcbese^  was  told  by  his  banker  that  that  morning  a 
private  soldier  of  the  line,  in  bis  great  coat  and  side  arms,  appeared 
at  the  counter  of  tbe  bank  and  presented  a  letter  containing  a  credit 

in  favour  of  Coimt - ,  on  Milan,  for  50,000  francs.  The  banker 

asked  where  the  count  was ;  ‘  I  am  he,’  was  the  answer.” - The 

enlistment  of  volunteers  is  going  on  with  great  activity  both  »t  Turin 
and  Aoqui.  In  this  last  town  a  regiment  called  Cacciatori  dexHAppen- 
nini  is  ready  to  join  the  active  army.  It  is  conmianded  by  Signor 
Boldoni,  a  dutinguished  Neapolitan  colonel.  This  regiment  is  com- 

Soed  of  four  battalions  under  the  orders  of  Majors  Duke  San  Donato, 
athieu,  Gheltoff,  and  ZansrdL  The  firrt  of  those  gentlemen  is  an 
intimate  friend  of  Commendatore  Ratazzi,  formerly  Homs  Secretary 
in  Cavour’s  administration,  and  one  of  the  leading  men  of  the  Cham¬ 
ber.  In  order  to  give  a  full  idea  of  tbe  readiness  of  Lombard  md 
Yenetian  noblemen  to  join  the  national  army,  a  few  pregnant  in¬ 
stances  may  be  quoted.  In  one  of  the  cavalrv  regiments  there  are 
three  Marquises  Visconti ;  in  tbe  Cacciatori  deUe  Alpi,  four  ^unts 
della  Riva;  and  three  (^nts  Arrivabene  in  another  regiment. 
Dukes  and  princes  are  not  wanting ;  and  tbe  noblest  and  most  ancient 
families,  of  Yenice,  Florence,  Cremona,  Brescia,  Bergamo,  and  Padu^ 

are  represented  in  the  army. - Colonel  Cado^an,  says  the  Turin 

correspondent  of  tbe  Daily  News,  has  already  arrived,  and  I  saw  him 
riding  about  the  streets  of  this  town.  A  Sardinian  officer  asl^  me, 
ironically,  whether  be  has  been  instructed  to  communicate  with  his 
colleague  of  tho  Austrian  Staff.  “  I  hope  not,’|  said  I,  “  but  you 
may  depend  upon  it  that  the  people  of  England  will  not  approve 
presence  of  an  English  officer  in  the  Austrian  camp.”  “  I  know  it,” 
answered  the  Sardinian ;  “  but  wbv,  then,  do  your  countrymen  allow 
tbe  Ministers  to  order  him  there  To  have  answered  this  question 
would  have  been  difficult. - General  Forey  has  addressed  the  follow¬ 

ing  order  of  the  day  to  his  division  (advance  guard),  dated  Gavi,  6th : 
“  Soldiers  of  the  1st  division  of  the  lot  corps,  we  shall  to-morrow  be 
in  the  first  line,  and  it  is  probable  that  we  shall  have  the  honour  of 
the  first  engagement  with  the  enemy.  Remember  that  your  fore¬ 
fathers  have  always  beaten  that  enemy,  and  you  will  do  the  same.— 
Fobkt.” 

It  had  been  generally  thought  that  no  shots  have  vet  been  exchanged 
between  any  Austrian  and  French  troops,  but  the  Pays  givv  tho 
following  version  of  an  affair  of  “  first  blood :  ” — ‘‘  We  have  beard 
from  the  mouth  of  a  general  officer,  arrived  in  Paris  yesterday,  and 
who  was  almost  an  eye-witness  of  the  event,  a  of  *uffury 
which  proves  the  great  superiority  of  the  French  rifie.  Two  batta¬ 
lions  of  foot  Chasseurs,  one  Austrian  and  tho  other  French,  came  m 
sight  of  each  other  from  opposite  banks  of  the  Po,  and  although  at 
a  great  exchanged  shots.  Great  was  the  stupefaction  of  the 

enemy  at  perceiving  that  all  its  balls  fell  short,  while  oim  struck 
several  of  their  men  with  disastrous  precision.  The  Austrian  batta¬ 
lion  quickly  dispersed,  leaving  twenty  of  their  body  dead  upon  the 
field.’^ 

It  is  pleasing  to  see  Italians  of  all  classes,  and  from  all  parts  of  the 
world,  joining  with  their  best  efforU  in  the  work  of  their  national 
emancipation.  Mr  A.  Oallenga,  long  a  resident  in  Great  Britain,  ^ 
knoarn  as  the  author  of  an  excellent  history  of  Piedmont,  has  just 
arrived  at  Turin  from  England,  bringing  to  his  country  the  welcome 
present  of  forty  English  rifles,  destined  to  arm  a  fow  of  the  bravest 
volunteers  of  the  Garibaldi  It^^.  The  same  gentleman  had  ma^ 
equal  efforts  in  forwarding  the  volunteer  movement  at  Rmne  and  in 
Tuscany.

Ancona,  are  in  a  state  of  Uocli^e.  The  commander  of  the  fortress 
of  Yenice  has  as  yet  reoetTsd  no  notice  of  the  Ihct.  The  French 
fleet  brfore  Yenioe  hare  already  taken  six  sohoonera  and  six  other 
Tcaaela.  Fifteen  French  war  ships  hare  been  seen  near  Cattaro,  on 
the  coast  of  Dalmatia.  The  Malta  fleet  is  about  sailing  for  Genoa." 
A  telegram  from  Trieste,  of  Wodneaday,  says :  **  A  merchant  Teasel 
from  Bremen,  laden  with  cargo,  has  arriTod  off  Yaoioe,  but  was  pre- 
reoted  by  the  French  squadron  from  entering  the  town,  being  now 
in  a  state  of  blodude.  The  captain  of  the  vessel  was  told  that  he 
might  go  to  Triesta,  or  to  one  of  the  ports  in  Istria,  which  are  not 
blookad^.  The  mOTchantman  subsequently  cast  anchor  at  Pirano." 
Another  telegram  from  Trieste,  of  Thursday,  says Twenty 
Austrian  vessels  have  been  captm^  by  the  French.”

MISCELLANEOUS  NEWS. 

The  Allboed  Fusion. — The  resnlt  of  the  general  election  has 
made  the  publie  mind  point  to  a  reconstruction  of  the  Ministry  as  a 
very  pixtoable  event  (Wdemned  by  the  last  Parliament,  and  with 
the  T^ict  of  condemnation  substantially  confirmed  by  the  country, 
Ministers  must  before  this  have  come  to  the  coneluska  that  to  go  ou 
in  their  present  condition  is  hopeless.  Before  sinking,  thereftEV,  it  is 
naturalthat  they  should  clutch  at  even  such  astraw  as  a  “modification.’’ 
As  regards  the  general  report,  toat  eonrideraMe  personal  changes  are 
contemplated  in  the  Gebinet,  it  seems  likely  enough,  and  we  have  to 
reaeon  to  qneetion  it.  In  one  respect,  however,  we  desire  to  set  the 
public  right,  if,  indeed,  the  public  has  given  any  credence  to  tro 
rumours  to  which  one  of  our  contemporaries  has  given  publirity.  It 
bee  been  said  that  the  Government  oflfera  to  Lord  Palmeixtoa  and 
that  his  Lordriiip  is  likdy  to  accept  the  ofifer — the  lead  of  the  How 
of  (fommons,  and  four  seats  in  the  Cabirot,  if  he  give  tbra  his 
political  co-operation  and  his  powerful  aid  in  the  dirreuon  of  f^gn 
a£hira  at  this  moment  of  anxiety.  The  statement  is  ^together  devoid 
of  truth.  To  suppose  that  Lord  Palmerston  would  abdicate  the  P®®" 
tion  he  holds  berore  England  and  before  Enrope,  to  awociate  himself 
with  a  number  of  condemned  politicians  awaiting  the  execution  of 
the  sentence  passed  on  them,  is  certainly  not  veir  flattering  to  ms 
understanding.  To  say  that  be  would  join  in  a  line  of  conduct  he 
has  BO  recently  and  so  decidedly  condemned  is  but  to  propants  one 
of  those  calumnies  of  which  Lord  Palmerston  has  so  often  been  the 
object  on  the  part  of  those  who  cannot  forgive  him  the  nuraerons 
failures  they  have  made  in  their  attempts  to  injure  him. — Globe.

Boglieb  ibipoanera  decline  to  charter  their  voaaola,  being  under 
apprebennon  that  they  are  not  allowed  to  do  ao  under  the  Queen’a 
ptoelamatioB.  Indeed,  coal  merohanta  begin  to  beaitate  whether  or 
not  to  accept  or^ra.  It  would  be  a  great  advantage  to  commercial 
men  if  the  Briti^  Qovmment  would  atate  diatinotly  and  without 
farther  delay  their  opinion  reapecting  coal  aa  an  article  of  export  to 
b^ligannta.  The^  rate  of  freight  to  Malta  baa  fallen,  and  toOiualtar 
exportera  are  offering  18a.  w  ao.  In  Birkenhead  there  are  very  large 
ordera  for  ooala  for  immediate  ahipment,  and  abipa  will  be  delayed 
nx  or  eight  weeka  for  loading  bertha.  There  are  many  veaaela  load* 
ing  on  account  of  the  French  Oovemment,  it  ia  underatood  for  Tou« 
Ion,  Algeria,  Genoa,  and  Oagliari. 

Thx  WnoxBTER  Excavations. — The  work  of  excavating  is  now 
going  on  very  aucceaafiilly.  In  the  part  of  the  buildings  lying  to¬ 
wards  what  baa  no  doubt  been  the  strMt  ( the  Watling-slreet  road), 
three  very  amall  chambers  have  been  uncovered,  with  the  walls,  of 
excellent  masonry,  and  adjoining  each  other,  but  without  any  traces 
of  doorways  or  er^trances  of  any  kind,  so  that  at  present  it  is  quite 
impossible  to  My  what  purpose  they  have  served.  Among  the  first 
objects  met  with  on  the  renewal  of  the  explorations  on  the  old  spot 
was  a  very  handsome  and  well -sculptured  capital  of  a  column  3  feet 
high  bv  wide,  formed  of  two  blocks  of  stone.  This  would  seem  to 
show  that  the  excavators  are  approaching  parts  of  the  building  which 
were  distinguished  by  more  elaborate  architectural  ornamentation. 
A  considerable  number  of  different  articles  in  bronze  and  other  mate¬ 
rials  have  also  been  found,  and  have  been  sent  in  to  the  M’.iwiim  at 
Shrewsbury.  Among  these  is  a  small  square  block  of  lead,  with  two 
vertical  strokes  on  it,  as  though  intended  to  represent  the  number 
“  II,”  and  curimuly  enough,  it  weighs  just  two  ounces,  so  that  it  might 
very  probably  have  been  a  weight. 

Lawyebs  in  thb  HorsE.— The  new  House  of  Commons  will  con¬ 
tain  several  solicitors.  Mr  Staniland  has  been  returned  for  Boston, 
where  he  has  been  practising  for  many  years,  and  is  still  in  ]M*actice  ; 
80  with  Mr  Hodgkinson,  at  Newark.  Mr  Barrow,  a  retired  solicitor, 
baa  been  returned  for  South  Nottinghamshire.  Mr  Murray,  a  soli¬ 
citor,  of  large  practice  in  liondon,  was  at  the  head  of  the  poil  'in  New- 
eastle-under-Lyme ;  and  Mr  Bristow,  a  solicitor,  of  Greenwich,  has 
been  returned  for  Kidderminster.  The  fate  of  this  seat  was  very  sin¬ 
gular.  M  r  Lowe  was  banished  from  the  borough  and  obliged  to  take 
refuge  in  ^  pet^et  borough  of  Caine.  Mr  Huddlestone  was  for  a 
long  time  in  s^  possession  of  the  field,  and,  as  it  was  supposed,  in 
such  strength  that  no  candidate  could  be  found  to  enter  the  lists 
against  him.  Mr  Montagu  Chambers  was  invited,  but  declined,  pre¬ 
ferring  the  forlorn  hope  of  Greenwich  to  what  he  considered  the  abs^ 
lute  hopelessness  of  Kidderminster.  But,  on  his  refusal,  Mr  Bristow, 
wko  was  the  manager  of  his  election  affairs  at  Greenwich,  bet^ught 
him  he  would  try  his  own  luck,  and,  in  default  of  any  other  candi¬ 
date,  went  down  only  two  or  three  days  before  the  election,  and  won 
by  a  eonaiderable  majority.  We  lose  Mr  Miillings.  who  has  retired 
from  Cirencester  in  consequence  of  failing  health.  But  the  solicitors 
can  boast  of  a  large  accession  of  legislative  strength  by  this  election. 
— Lmw  Times. 

Vfssbls  Chabtebei)  to  Fobeion  Powebs. — It  transpired  in  the 
City  on  Wednesday  that  shipowners  have  been  warned  upon  the 
authority  of  the  hi|^est  legal  officers  of  the  Crown  that  all  charters 
of  ships  to  the  French  Government  as  “  transports  **  or  “  storeships  ” 
are  in  contravention  of  the  69th  of  Oteorge  III,  cap.  69,  and  if 
attempted  to  be  carried  out  will  involve  confiscation  of  ^ip,  and 
prosecution  and  imprisonment  for  misdemeanour  on  information  be- 
given  of  the  existence  of  any  such  contract.  ITiis  decision  applies 
equidly  to  vessels  chartered  berore  or  subsequently  to  the  issue  of  the 
recent  proclamation.  With  regard  to  whether  coal  is  to  be  considered 
contraband  of  war,  the  Government,  it  appears,  desire  to  avoid 
pronouncing  anv  opinion.  Vessels  carrying  such  cargoes  will  do  so 
at  their  own  risk,  and  if  they  are  seized  by  a  belligerent  Power  and 
brought  before  a  proper  Court  for  adjudication,  the  decision  then 
arriv^  at  will  help  to  guide  future  views  upon  the  question. 

Fast  Ybssbls. — M.  J.  Brunet  has  invented  a  new  kind  of  vessel, 
which  he  calls  the  Velooinave,”  and  which  he  assmts  will  travel 
through  the  water  at  the  rate  of  from  20  to  26  miles  an  hour,  which 
is  more  than  is  performed  in  the  same  tiifi  hy  tiie  fsstest  boats  now 
known,  such  as  the  paddle  steamera  at  the  English  companies,  the 
sailing  clippers  of  the  Amoioans,  the  oar  canoes  of  the  Malays,  and 
the  lai^  screw  ateamers  of  France.  The  invention  is  based  upon 
^  principle  that  the  ship  ought  to  proceed  through  Hie  water,  cleav¬ 
ing  the  liquid  mass  by  means  of  turning  points,  thus  transforming  the 
friction  oi  gliding  into  the  friction  of  rolling.  It  works,  in  short,  like 
a  centre  bit  in  the  water.  M.  Brunet  gives  to  his  vessel  the  form  of 
a  circular  cylinder,  terminated  by  two  conee  revolving  on  the  mam 
axis.  These  cones  form  the  prow  and  the  poop  of  Hie  Hiip.  The 
Velwinave  can,  it  ii  said,  be  worired  with  safety  under  water,  in 
which  case  it  is  furnished  with  a  deck  funnel  for  ventilation  and  light. 
M.  Brunet  declares  that  the  essmiiial  princijde  of  his  invention  can  be 
applied  to  any  existing  vessel  without  interring  with  its  build. 

Tbastic  ovbb  London  Bbidob.  —  Notwithstanding  the  extra¬ 
ordinary  exertions  recently  made  by  the  police  to  regulate  the  traffic 
over  London  bridge,  so  as  to  prevent  **  blocks,”  stoppages  are  of  . 
frequent  oconrrenoe,  to  the  great  inconvenience  of  passengers  generally,  ' 
and  more  especially  those  who  are  hastening  to  the  London-lmdge  ^ 
Kailway  station.  Surprise  is  often  expressed  that  this  should  be  the 
case,  bat  this  surprise  will  probably  be  lessened  when  it  is  stated 
that  a  return  ma^to  the  Court  of  Aldermen  by  Mr  Commissioner 
Harvey,  of  the  traffic  over  the  bridge  in  twenty- four  hours,  ending  stsix 
P-m.  on  Thursday,  the  17th  March  last,  shows  that  during  that  time  ‘ 
4,4M  cabs,  4,286  omnibuses,  9,246  wagons  and  carts,  2,430  other  * 
vehicles,  end  64  horses  led  or  rid^n — making  a  total  of  20,498  passed  ' 
over  the  bridge.  The  paseengers  in  the  mme  period  were,  in  vehicles,  * 
«0,836;  on  foot,  107,074.  Total,  167,910.

The  statement,  therefore,  in  the  speech  to 
which  you  refer,  respectmg  *  an  act  of  prerogativt,  Parliament  not  I 
sitting,’ is  an  inaccuracy.  Toublame  my  ignorance.  I  acknowledge 
it.  A  misstatement  made  by  me  hM  Wn  the  consequence.  I  am 
■or^  for  it,  and  you  can  give  to  this  acknowledgment  the  publicity 
which  you  desire.  The  fret  remains  that  a  large  increase  of  billet 
money  hM  been  made  at  the  instance  of  the  Government,  and  wu 
announced  on  the  eve  of  a  general  election.”

THE  WAS  IN  ITALY. 

The  following  official  buUsiin  wu  pubUabed  at  Turin 
yesterday :— **  12,000  Austrians  advanced  to-day  from  Stradella 
towards  Oasteggio,  where  the  streets  had  been  barricaded  since 
Wednesday,  and  three  uninpoirtaiit  attacks  were  repulsed.  Two 
strong  columns  of  our  troops  marched  to-day  to  meet  the 
Austrians.  Austrian  prisoners  have  been  alr^y  brought  to 
Voghera,  but  all  details  of  a  fight  are  m  yet  wanting,  li  is 
asserted  that  tho  Emperor  of  Austria  arrived  yester^y  at 
Milan,  and  that  he  left  directly  for  Pavia,  accompanied  by 
General  Heu.” 

THE  STRENGTH  OF  THE  HOSTILE  ARMIES. 

We  read  in  a  letter  from  Tivin,  May  17 : — “  With  respect  to  the 
strength  of  the  armies,  a  point  of  much  interest,  it  is  not  eMV  to  ob¬ 
tain  accurate  information,  m  the  nuniben  vary  from  day  to  day.  If 
we  state  the  Piedmontese  at  80,000  effective  men  it  is  a  very  liberal 
estimate ;  and  in  these  are  inriuded  the  volunteers,  about  10,000  to 
12,000,  who  enlisted  in  the  regular  army.  It  very.  probaWy  would 
aleo  include  Garibaldi’s  corps,  which  is  S,600  on  pa^,  atout  8,000 
effbetive.  There  is  another  corps  in  progress  of  formation,  which 
WM  to  have  been  Ulloa's  and  wnioh  will  probably  be  about  8,000 
more.  As  regaHs  the  French,  all  that  I  can  tell  you  u  positive,  de¬ 
rived  from  official  sources,  is  that,  up  to  and  on  the  6th  inri.,  64,000 
men  bad  landed  at  Genoa.

fope,  he  secured  the  end  of  it  to  a  piece  of  iron  hoop,  which  he 
formed  into  a  hook,  and  by  which  he  succeeded  in  Mtting  it  orer  the 
top  of  the  wall,  some  twenty-fiye  feet  or  more  in  height.  He  then 
got  two  or  three  gi^en  rakes  and  hoes,  which  he  placed  against  tbe 
wail,  and  haying  diyested  himself  of  his  mask  and  prison  garb,  and 
assuming  his  new  dress,  he  mounted  the  wall,  and  apparently  with¬ 
out  much  difficulty  reached  the  top.  It  seemed  that  he  had  some 
difficulty  in  getting  the  ro^  oyer  to  descend,  and  to  make  short  work 
of  it  he  dropped  down  a  distance  of  perhaps  fifteen  or  twenty  feet, 
and  falling  on  his  hands  lacerated  them,  and  they  bled  fieely.

Horrirlr  Murder. — The  little  town  of  I^edbury,  in  Hereford¬ 
shire,  has  been  the  scene  of  a  horrible  murder  committed  on  the  body 
of  a  woman  who  was  left  in  charge  of  the  offices  of  Mr  Masefield, 
solicitor,  of  that  town,  who  lives  some  distance  away.  It  appears 
that  Mr  Masefield,  having  gone  to  London,  left  the  clerks  usually 
employed,  and  the  decea^,  who  lived  in  the  boiTse  as  a  kind  of 
cha^oman.  The  clerks  left  the  establishment  at  the  usual  hour  on 
Ta^ay  evening,  leaving  nobody  but  the  woman  there.  On  the 
first  of  the  clerks  returning  to  the  office  on  Wednesday  morning,  an 
appalling  sight  met  his  horrified  gaze — the  house  had  been  broken 
into  dunng  the  night,  and  the  poor  woman  foully  murdered.  Her 
body  was  l^ng  in  the  middle  of  the  floor  of  Mr  Masefield's  room, 
with  a  bruise  and  cut  across  her  forehead,  and  marks  of  strangulation 
about  her  throat.  Besides  this,  her  clothes  hod  been  set  on  fire  as 
she  lay,  and  the  middle  of  her  body  was  burnt  almost  to  a  cinder.
